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VYork Times Wins Major Battle In Court 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A fed­ 
eral Judge Saturday upheld 
the New York Times’ right to 
publish secret U.S. documents 
on the Vietnam War obtained 
without permission from the 
Pentagon, but continued to 
restrain the newspaper from 
doing so until a higher court 
can rule on the case. 
The decision by U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge Murray I. Gurfein 
said the free flow of informa­ 
tion was guaranteed by the 
Constitution “so that the pub­ 
lic will be informed about the 
government and its actions.” 
Those in authority, he said, 
must suffer a “cantankerous 
press” whose existence helps 
preserve freedom of expres­ 
sion and the right of the 
people to know. 
The 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Justice, which last Tuesday 
won a temporary order prohi­ 
biting the Times from further 
disclosures of the study on 
how the United States got in­ 
volved in Indochina, appealed 


Gurfein’s decision to the Sec­ 
ond U.S. Curcuit Court of Ap­ 
peals, whose three judges will 
hear the case at noon Mon­ 
day. 
That meant the soonest the 
Times would be able to con­ 
tinue publication of the con­ 
troversial study would be in 
Tuesday morning newspapers, 
provided an appeals decision 
went its way. 
T h e g o v e r n m e n t has 
claimed that making the stu­ 
dy public would cause “ir- 
r e p a r a b l e injury” to the 
United States and seeks a per­ 
manent injunction against fur­ 
ther publication of the mater­ 
ial. 
A r t h u r Ochs Sulzberger, 
president and publisher of the 
Times, said Gurfein’s opinion 
“ reaffirms the basic princi­ 
ples on which a free press 
must be based. This reaffir­ 
mation is what the Times 
sought in the court proceed­ 
ing, and we are heartened 
that the great constitutional 


issues 
involved 
have 
been 
faced and resolved in favor of 
the citizens right to know.” 
Judge Irving R. Kaufman 
of the Second Court said the 
restraining order against fur­ 
ther publication of the study 
by the Times would remain in 
effect until his court hears 
the case Monday. 
The Washington Post, simi- 
1 a r I y restrained Saturday 
morning by a U.S. Appeals 
Court, also goes to court Mon­ 
day in an effort to continue 
publication 
of 
disclosures 
from the same report. 
In his 17-page decision, Gur­ 
fein said that from a reading 
of past court cases and con­ 
gressional debate on legisla­ 
tion concerning national se­ 
curity it appeared “that Con­ 
gress, recognizing the con­ 
stitutional problems of the 
First Amendment with res­ 
pect to free press, refused to 
include a form of precensor­ 
ship even in wartime.” 
He said both sides conceded 


the government had the po­ 
wer to restrain serious secur­ 
ity breaches vitally affecting 
the interest of the nation and 
that 
“this court does not 
doubt the right of the govem- 
m e n t to injunctive relief 
against a newspaper that is 
about to publish information 
or documents absolutely vital 
to current national security. 
“But it does not find that to 
be the case here.’* 
Gurfein said that the tes­ 
timony during the secret pro­ 
ceedings in his chambers last 
Friday “did not convince this 
court that the publication of 
these 
historical 
documents 
would seriously breach the 
national security. 
“Without revealing the con­ 
tent of the testimony, suffice 
it to say that no cogent rea­ 
sons were advanced as to 
why these documents except 
in the general framework of 
embarassment ... would vital­ 
ly affect the security of the 
nation.” 


He said that “ ... in the last 
analysis it is not merely the 
opinion of the editorial writer 
or the columnist which is pro­ 
tected by the First Amend­ 
ment. It is the free flow of 
information so that the public 
will be informed 
about the 
g o v e r n m e n t and its ac­ 
tions.” 
The government had con- 
t e n d e d 
that The Times 
stories, which first appeared 
on June 13, had “compro­ 
mised our current military 
and defense plans and intelli­ 
gence operations a n d had 
jeopardized our international 
relations”. 
But Gurfein rejected this 
argument, saying “there has 
been an effort on the part of 
The Times to vindicate the 
right of the public to know. It 
is not a case involving an in­ 
tent to communicate vital se­ 
crets for the benefit of a 
foreign government or to the 
d e t r i m e n t of the United 
States. 


“If there be some embar­ 
rassment to the government 
in security aspects as remote 
as the general em barrass­ 
ment that flows from any se­ 
curity breach we must learn 
to live with it. 
Forms of Security 
“The security of the nation 
is not at the ram parts alone. 
Security also lies in the value 
of our free institutions. 
“A cantankerous press, an 
obstinate press, an obiquitous 
press, must be suffered by 
those in authority in order to 
preserve the even 
greater 
values of freedom of expres­ 
sion and the right of the 
people 
to 
know,” 
Gurfein 
ruled. 
The Times began the series 
based on a study, ordered by 
f o r m e r Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara, last 
Sunday and had completed 
the second and third install­ 
ments before the Justice De­ 
partment asked Gurfein to 
stop them. 


T h o s e installments dealt 
with events surrounding the 
Gulf of Tonkin incident in 
1964, the decision by former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
to| bomb North Vietnam and 
the first use of American sol­ 
diers in ground combat in 
South Vietnam. 
Post Joins Fray 
On Friday, the Washington 
Post began its own series 
based on the “Pentagon Pa­ 
pers” awl the Justice Depart­ 
ment immediately went into 
the U.S. District Court in 
Washington to stop the series. 
Government lawyers lost in 
District Court but appealed to 
the Appeals Colurt and won an 
order halting additional dis­ 
closures. 
The Washington Post said it 
would not immediately appeal 
the decision to the Supreme 
Court but would wage a fulls- 
cale legal battle before the 
district court, to which the 
appeals court had returned 


the case, on Monday.

M. Bickel, an expert on con­ 
stitutional law from Yale Uni­ 
versity, had argued that the 
First Amendment forbids both 
the executive branch of gov- 
e r n m e n t and the federal 
courts from using grounds of 
“national security” to prevent 
news media from publishing 
any article except in such ex- •

situations as

plans or troop movements. 
The arguments on The New 
York Times case were made 
Friday before Gurfein in open 
court and in secret sessions in 
his chambers which lasted 
more than five hours. The 
government requested the se­ 
cret sessions. 
Prior to Gurfein’s ruling 
Saturday, the Chicago Tri­ 
bune announced it was pub­ 
lishing the first three articles 
of the Times’ series in Its 
Sunday editions. 
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JDL Breaks 
Up Right 
Wing Meet 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Fighting broke out Saturday 
between delgates to a right 
wing convention and Jewish 
Defense League (JDL pickets. 
A bystander was beaten, se­ 
ven JDL members arrested 
and the convention evicted 
from its auditorium. 
A small bomb caused minor 
damage to the auditorium be­ 
fore the fighting 
The convention, in the Em­ 
bassy Auditorium, was held 
by the National States Rights 
Party, with about 100 dele­ 
gates attending. 
The militant JDL, saying 
leaders of the American Nazi 
Party and the Ku Klux Klan 
were also attending, picketed 
the auditorium. 
Planaria Kinill, manager of 
the 
auditorium, 
said 
“the 
p i c k e t s marched up and 
down, shouting ’never again,’ 
and members of the States 
Rights Party came out and 
taunted them, and they called 
each o her names —’Jew’ and 
’Nazi.” 
Fighting broke out between 
the two groups. Police said a 
passerby, Charles Price, said 
-he got into an argument with 
the JDL pickets, and they at­ 
tacked him with “clubs and 
sharp 
objects 
and 
kicked 
him ,” inflicting “bad head 
cuts and bruises." 
Price did not have to be 
hospitalized, police said. 
Police arrested seven JDL 
members, a JDL spokesman 
said. Police said four were 
charged with assault with a 
deadly weapon and three with 
•interfering with police. One of 
those arrested was Jan Okin, 
Western 
region 
coordinator 
■for the JDL, a spokesman for 
the league said. 
The auditorium evicted the 
States Rights convention.

Post Presses Stop, Start 
As Courts Reverse Field

WASHINGTON (PI) -T h e 
Washington Post said Satur­ 
day it would not ask the Su­ 
preme Court “ at this time” to 
overturn a lower court order 
temporarily forbidding the pa­ 
per to publish more stories 
based on a secret Pentagon 
study on Vietnam. 
A three-judge panel of the 
U.S. Court of Appe.ds issued 
the temporary restraining or­ 
der shortly 
after 
midnight 
Friday at the request of the 
Justice 
Department, 
which 
claimed 
the 
Post 
articles 
could cause “ irreparable in­ 
jury to U.S. security. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard 
A. Gesell denied the govern­ 
ment’s request five hours ear­ 


lier, but the appeals panel 
on a 2 to 1 decision reve­ 
rsed Gesell’s ruling and in­ 
structed him to hold a new 
hearing on the case Monday. 
Roger A. Clark, an attorney 
representing the Post, said in 
a statement that “we are pre­ 
paring to litigate the matter 
fully before the district court 
and are not appealing to the 
Supreme Court at this time.’’ 
By the time the appeals pa­ 
nel acted, the Post already 
has published early editions 
of Saturday’s paper contain­ 
ing the second article in the 
series. 
When word of the decision 
reached the Post, the presses 
were stopped immediately as 


newspaper 
officials 
sought 
clarification of the court’s or­ 
der. 
As 
soon 
as 
it 
was 
learned that the court had 
permitted continued publica­ 
tion of the story if it was not 
altered, the press run re­ 
sumed and the article was 
carried in all editions.

Pakistan Welcomes Newsmen, 
Its Own Refugees To Return 


RUALPINDI, 
Pakistan 
(UPI)—The Pakistani federal 
government announced Satur­ 
day it is opening up East Pa­ 
kistan to foreign newsmen for 
the first time since a seces­ 
sionist civil war brokf out 
there March 25. 
It said the opening is effec­ 
tive immediately. The official 
announcement by the govern­ 
ment’s Radio Pakistan said 
foreign correspondents “may 
now visit East Pakistan on 
their own.” 
The broadcast said law and 
order had been restored and 
there would be no restrictions 
on direct and 
independent

drances were being put in the 
way of their return but did 
not mention India specifical­ 
ly- 
Pakistan government offi­ 
cials and news reports have 
charged repeatedly that India 
is obstructing the return of 
thousands of refugees who be­ 
gan streaming into India when 
civil war broke out in the east­ 
ern province in March. 
In a statement prepared for 
broadcast over Radio Pakis­ 
tan and issued to the Press, 
Yahya expressed “gratifica­ 
tion” that many had res­ 
ponded to his earlier appeals 
and recrossed the border. 
The president said he was 
again appealing to all Pakis­ 
tani nationals, 
“ irrespective 
of cast, creed or religion,” to 
return to their homes and not 
be misled by “mischievous 
propaganda being conducted 
outside Pakistan.” 
The president said thp gov­ 
ernment had made arrange­ 
ments to receive the refugees 
and to assist in rehibilitating 
them.

Vietnam and had moved to 
halt publication of secret Pen­ 
tagon documents in order to 
protect the government’s bas­ 
ic right to conduct diplomacy. 
“ A government 
must 
be 
able to deal with other gov­ 
ernments 
in 
a confidential 
way. This is the very essence 
of the foreign policy process,” 
said press secretary Ronald 
Ziegler in an effort to clarify 
President Nixon’s position in 
the 
continuing 
controversy 
over publication of the Penta­ 
gon report by the New York 
Times and the Washington 
Post. 
Aside from his obligation to 
enforce laws concerning mish­ 
andling of classified mate- 


rials, Ziegler said the Presi­ 
dent also was concerned that 
fear of premature publication 
would inhibit his own aides 
from giving candid opinions 
on sensitive matters. 
“The 
President must 
be 
able to receive from his ad­ 
visers very candid appraisals 
of foreign 
policy 
problems 
and situations without fear 
they will be printed. Other­ 
wise the conduct of the presi­ 
dency would be inhibited,” 
Ziegler said. 
“The policies of previous 
administrations are beside the 
point,” Ziegler s a i d . “The 
point is that we have an obli­ 
gation to enforce the law 
where there is mishandling of 
highly classified documents. 
It is not our intent to defend 
the record of the previous ad­ 
ministration.” 
He described the president 


as “very 
concerned” 
over 
publication of the documents, 
which trace the history of the 
U. S. involvement in the Indo­ 
china conflict. He said the 
President was keeping in per­ 
sonal touch with the Justice 
Departments efforts to halt 
publication.

The Post said other docu­ 
ments in the 47-volume Pen­ 
tagon study outlined how ad-

Death Claims All 
Aussie Nonuplets 


SYDNEY (UPI) - Richard 
Brodrick, the last survivor of 
nine infants born last Sunday 
to an Australian housewife, 
died Saturday night. 
A medical bulletin issued at 
the Royal Women’s Hospital, 
said Richard, six inches long 
and weighing about 12 ounces, 
died suddenly. 
Hours earlier, doctors had 
issued their most optimistic 
report yet, 
saying 
Richard 
was able to consume nearly 
enough food orally to main­ 
tain his nutritional needs. 
The hospital bulletin signed 
b y t h e h o s p i t a l super­ 
intendent, Dr. John Green- 
well, said Richard died at U 


p.m. Saturday. However, the 
announcement was not made 
until a news conference Sun­ 
day morning. 
Mrs. Brodrick remains in 
the hospital in “satisfactory” 
condition. 
She 
had 
visited 
Richard twice Saturday dur­ 
ing the day. 
Richard was the smallest of 
the nonuplets, two of them 
stillborn boys, born last Sun­ 
day to Mrs. Geraldine Brodr­ 
ick, 
29, 
wife 
of 
Leonard 
Brodrick, 32, a meat wholesa­ 
ler and member of one of 
Australia’s pioneer families. 
The Brodru ks’ two previous 
children, girls aged four and 
five, had been bom by Caesa­ 
rean section.

LBJ Censured by 
Wisconsin Demos 


MADISON,

voted resoundingly to censure 
former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson for “ deceiving the 
American public in escalating 
the Vietnam war. 
The resolution used as a 
basis the recent articles in 
the New York Times outlining 
a Pentagon history of the 
Vietnam war. 
“ Whereas these documents 
reveal that the administration 
rejected suggestions for a 
negotiated settlement ... re­ 
solved that the Democratic 
party of Wisconsin holds the 
Johnson and Nixon admin­ 
istrations responsible for the 
worst of these deceptions and 
the tragic consequences in 
Southeast Asia,” the reesolu- 
tion said. 
It was approved by a boom­ 
ing voice vote in a dramatic 
high point of the convention. 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
politicking at the convention 
for his possible presidential 
candidacy, mentioned the re­ 
solution in his speech shortly 
before the 
convention 
en­ 
dorsed it. 


Bays said he had seen addi­ 
tional reports and “ no one 
comes out clean.” 
He said former President 
Johnson shouldn’t be blamed 
exclusively for the escalation 
of the war. 
The resolution also criti­ 
cized the 
Eisenhower 
and 
Kennedy administrations for 
“ a series of unwise decisions 
in regard to Southeast Asia. 
“ The Democrats will never 
win another election if they 
continue to deceive the Amer­ 
ican people,” one delegate 
said during the floor debate. 
Another delegate said the 
resolution was “ like kicking a 
dead dog. Why don’t we also 
go back and condemn the Ci­ 
vil War? This is all in the 
past. This is all history and 
you can’t go back.” 
‘ ‘ The Democratic Party 
must stand for honesty and 
candor and must be candid 
about the mistakes of the 
past,” another delegate said. 
“ This will put the people of 
the party and its leaders on 
notice that we won’t stand for 
deception,” another delegate 
said. 


sas, said that “ from1 a politic­ 
al standpoint, I welcome the 
Times stories.”

cision and will be labeled as 
anti-press.” 
Dole's Democratic counter­ 
part, Lawrence O’Brien, im­ 
mediately refuted Dole’s alle­ 
gations and said American 
war policy “ was supported at 
every step by the Republican 
members of Congress and in 
particular by Richard Nixon 
throughout the 1960s.” 
O’Brien said the Democrat­ 
ic Party hopes the war will 
be over before the 1972 elec­ 
tions “ because we see only 
the most tragic and divisive 
results from such a cam­ 
paign.” He also said the par­ 
ty favors full disclosure of the 
facts about U.S. involvement 
in Vietnam “ within the con­ 
text of national security.”

CLAREMONT - The City 
Council has set a public hear­ 
ing for July 12 to hear the 
pros and cons of the proposed 
open space bonus section of 
the residential unit develop­ 
ment (RUD) ordinance. 
The council has already held 
its second reading on the RUD 
ordinance, but must come up 
with something on which the 
cky pl anni ng commission 
couldn’t decide. 
How many housing units an 
acre should be allowed in the 
areas north of Base Line Road 
and in county territory if par­ 
cels there should be annexed 
to the city? 
The city code requires that 
for the planning commission 
to make a recommendation on 
the open space bonus system, 
at least a 5-2 approval of Foot­ 
hill Boulevard and includes 
the flat lands north of Base 
Line Road, but not the hillside 
area. 
The 
planning 
commission 
held two lengthy sessions on 
the bonus plan, and heard 
from both sides of the ques­ 
tions—those such as the En­ 
vironmental Resources Task 
Force who want the units per 
acre to be no more than two, 
while the builders, developers 
and property owners want a 
higher density. 
A chamber of commerce 
study committee has called 
the proposed bonus plan “ too 
restrictive.” 
The task force in its recent 


report urged that the city 
adopt and adhere to a policy 
of keeping over-all densities 
low and avoid incremental de­ 
cisions that will result in a 
larger ultimate population. 
"As a first step,” the report 
said, “ the city should lower 
the base density to two an 
acre if the bonus system—us­ 
ing the one to one density in­ 
crease to open space formula 
— is to be implemented, or 
mandate 
clustering 
at 
the 
present base density.” 
If the council in its delibera­ 
tions were to he swayed by 
the task force’s report, it 
might be by the statement in 
the report that one of the 
strongest recommendations is 
that the city, responsible to 
others in the South Coast Ba­ 
sin as well as to its own citi­ 
zens, must limit its popula­ 
tion in every way possible. 
Although the hillsides north 
of Base Line Road are not 
covered by the open space 
bonus plan, the task force rec­ 
ommends that the general plan 
assume that the hills will not 
be developed further. 
The task force noted in its 
report that “we do not expect 
that this report will be popu­ 
lar with some developers and 
landowners who hold large 
amonuts of undeveloped land 
or those who believe in growth 
for its own sake.” 
8he 
planning 
commission 
tried two motions. Commis­ 
sioner George S. Blair moved 
that the number of dwellings 


per acre be 2.6 maximum 
north of Base Line and 3.5 
maximum between Base Line 
and Foothill Boulevard. 
Blair’s motion died because 
four commissioners voted 
against it. 
Commissioner James Norris 
then tried something different. 
He proposed that if a develop­ 
er gave up 50 per cent of his 
land for open space, he should 
be allowed up to 5.2 dwellings 
per acre, north of Base Line, 
and as many as seven south 
of Base Line. 
Norris’ motion gained four 
votes, but not the necessary 
fifth vote for approval and 
recommendation to the City 
Council. 
Two negative recommenda­ 
tions went to the council, and 
City Attorney William Berg­ 
man has ruled that the coun­ 
cil can start from scratch and 
ignore both proposals if it so 
wishes. 
But a city ordinance re­ 
quires that the council must 
vote 4-1 in favor of a proposal 
for approval. 
“ The whole thing is wide 
open,” Bergman has ruled. 
“ If something other than the 
planning commission recom­ 
mended should be approved 
by the council, the decision 
should be back to the planning 
commission but only for a re­ 
port.” 
"The planning commission 
felt there should be some bo­ 
nus system even (hough they 
couldn’t decide which one,” he 
said.

Director of Parks and Rec­ 
reation Bryce Bailey told the 
council that in his proposed 
budget, “ there has been some 
cutbacks but we’re up in other 
accounts.” 
Bailey’s budget calls for op­ 
erating five playgrounds dur- 
dji 


ing the summer at Ekstrand, 
Gladstone, San Dimas Elemen­ 
tary and Sutherland School but 
cutting back to three for the 
winter months at Ekstrand, 
Gladstone and San Dimas Ele­ 
mentary. 
Bryce also proposed the pur­ 
chase of a two-way radio, 
costing $850, for contact with 
his men in the field.

Cherished Traditions 
An introductory flight intro­ 
duced more than 50 members 
of the western press corps to 
this city which proudly pro­ 
claims that it gave birth to 
mairy cherished Mexican tra­ 
ditions,

Here the farm crops 
were largely neglected as a 
new croo — clay bricks for 
the city’s building boom — 
were laid out

Slightly vaulted ceilings of 
baked brick predominate in 
new buildings, starting at the 
airport, handsomely keeping 
faith with the city’s 435-year 
history. 
Hotels and motels in both 
Spanish-colonial and modern 
trappings re available, with 
the city’s best having double 
rates starting at about $15, 
and elsewhere good double 
accommodations starting at 
about $7. 
Arts and crafts are gener­ 
ally superior quality in Gua­ 
dalajara and prices in the ho­ 
tel shops and tourist-oriented 
stores are bargains, but even 
¡better buys arc to be had 
from the offbeat shops, m ar­ 
kets and venders, and espe­ 
cially in outlying villages. 
We regretted not having ta­ 
ken along the ring, bracelet, 
belt, shoe, dress and shirt 
sizes of all our family mem 
bers& for we found inexpen­ 
sive gift merchandise irresis­ 
tible. 
Easy Guide

in Guadalajara 
is

everything the visitor wants 
or needs to know about the 
City of Flowers. 
Fountains, 
parks, 
roses, 
bougainvillia, hybiscus, jaca- 
randa and royal coral trees 
all are symbolic of this city 
| of charm and grace, where a 
gleaming new Sears-Roebuck 
in the center city bears wit­ 
ness to 
its pulsating con­ 
temporary 
pace while 
the 
opening of a garish Denny’s 
restaurant near the majestic 
cathedral 
makes 
a 
tourist 
»rince. 
Four plazas, three of them 
¡1 newly created, form a vast 
cross in the “old city” with 
the twin-spired 16th Century 
cathedral at the croissarms 
point. 
Plaza de Armas, the gate­ 
way to the memorable heart 
of the Great Mexican-colonial 
buildings dating back 300 to 
400 years, is a grand public 
square from which the “old 
city” can be toured in color­ 
ful horse-drawn carriages.

The cathedral departs from

a vast complex of structures, 
26 patios ard the domed cha­ 
pel, all linked by pink-tiled 
arcades. 
Colorful Scenes 
Libertad Market is where 
Mexico’s romantic yesterdays 
and vibrant present are .mer­ 
ged in one of the most color­ 
ful scenes imaginable, espe­ 
cially in the fresh produce 
courtyard. It is one of the 
c o u n t r y ’ s largest market 
places, housed in a series of 
interlocking courtyards, ter­ 
races, balconies and patios to

An exceptional arts 
and craft shoppen center is 
the museum-like Casa de las 
Aitesanias.

The movie is based on the 
1912 tragic novella by Thomas 
Mann who was so influenced 
by Schopenhauer, Nietzsche 
and Wagner that he went 
around worrying about the in­ 
compatibility of art and life. 
It was pretty daring at the 
time—a happily married Ger­ 
man composer flipping over a 
teen-age boy, while struggling 
with his conscience. 
Dirk Bogarde, who plays a 
f a m o u s German composer 
struggling between his deca­ 
dent sensibility and his self 
discipline, spends much of the 
movie ogling Bjorn Andresen, 
the beautiful Polish youth 
Tadzio, who, in turns, spends 
his time looking over his 
shoulder 
at 
Bogarde. 
The 
twain never really meet, 
are by Piero Tosi who gained 
a certain amount of fame 
with his 1930 women’s styles 
in ‘ ‘ The Damned.” The 
Grande Hotel des Bains on 
the Lido outside Venice. 
It is there that Bogarde has 
gone to recover from a heart 
attack and it is where he sees 
young Tadzio, who is really 
Swedish. 
The most famous costume 
in the Warner Brothers pic­ 
ture is the white linen suit 
worn by Bogarde with a wide 
brimmed panama. Its lapels 
are wide, as in the current 
mode, and if it looks a bit 
rumpled the modem suits of 
synthetics have taken care of 
that problem. 
The year 1911 marked the 
end of the Edwardian Era, 
which the clothing manufac­ 
turers recently went through, 
and the movie opens with Bo­ 
garde fashionably attired for 
his journey to Venice in a 
four-button sack suit with 
n a r r o w lapels, deep-cuffed 
trousers, a stiff-collared shirt, 
skinny muffler and felt fe­ 
dora. 
Quick Change 
It is warm on the Lido and 
he quickly changes into his 
vested, single-breasted white 
linen suit, a costume he 
wears even to the beach 
where he works on his music­ 
al scores and ogles young 
Tadzio romping in the sand 
with the other teen-age boys, 
all of whom wear tank suits. 
Tank suits are those knitted 
garments with long legs and 
short sleeves which gave way 
in time to briefer garments. 
They are mostly horizontal 
striped knits with a button 
placque up the front and have 
inspired some of the beach- 
wear of 1971. 
Tadzio also introduces a 
number of other 1911 crea­ 
tions for off-the-beach wear, 
including several versions of 
the sailor suit which was once 
so popular with young boys. 
They are in both navy and in 
white. 
Another costume worn by 
young Tadzio is a very milita­ 
ry 
looking 
double-breasted, 
brass-buttoned black jacket 
worn with a ribboned white 
summer hat while strolling 
through St. Mark’s Square 
(and looking back over his 
shoulder at Bogarde ter the 
umpteenth time). 
R i c h a r d Greene of the 
Daily News Record, one of 
the many fashion editors who 
looked over the film, said he 
thought 
it was 
beautifully 
done but he was appalled at 
how uncomfortable Bogarde 
looked on the beach fully clad 
in white suit, shoes and hat.

Duke Still Wants 
A 'Royal1 Duchess 


LONDON (UPI)—The Duke 
of Windsor will be 77 on June 
23 and once again millions of 
his former subjects will won­ 
der why he cannot return to 
live out his remaining years 
in the land he once ruled so 
briefly as King Edward VIII. 
Many of those who remem­ 
ber the handsome boyish fig­ 
ure he cut as Prince of Wales 
will attribute his self-exile to 
a quarrel inside the 
royal 
family over the status of his 
American-born Duchess. They 
will be wrong. 
It is not Queen Elizabeth 
who stands in the way nor is 
it 
Queen 
Mother 
Elizabeth 
whose husband, King George 
VI, 
was 
projected 
to 
the 
throne, despite his less robust 
health, when his brother gave 
up his birthright for mar­ 
riage. 
That has been long forgi­ 
ven. Dowager Queen Mary, 
who 
could 
not 
bear 
the 
thought her son had placed 
his personal life before his 
duty, is gone. Time, in fact, 
has dissipated all the reasons 
usually advanced to explain 
why the Duke and his Duch­ 
ess from Baltimore prefer to 
live in Paris when they are 
not 
jet 
setting 
elsewhere, 
rather than among his own 
folk. 
Stumbling Block 
Yet the way is still not 
open, in the Duke’s eyes, for 
his return. And the stumbling 
block is not Buckingham Pa­ 
lace. 
It 
is 
Ten 
Downing 
Street, home of the Prime 
Minister. 
In the new, democratic age 
the Queen and other members 
of the Royal Circle have long 
since recognized the Duchess, 
met and talked with her both 
In public and in private. She 
was 
in the 
Royal 
Family 
group where the Queen un­ 
veiled the memorial to King 
George VI. 


When the Duke was reco­ 
vering from an eye operation 
in London some years ago the 
Queen gave him the key to 
the Buckingham Palace gar­ 
dens and he and the Duchess 
used them. There is no doubt 
that if the Duke did decide to 
come back to his homeland 
the Queen, his niece, would 
help him settle down in every 
way she could. 
Queen Elizabeth has strong 
family feelings 
and 
loyalty 
and has never forgotten her 
childhood 
affection 
for 
the 
Uncle David who was a regu­ 
lar playm ate in the royal nur­ 
sery. She has given formal 
consent to his wish to be bu­ 
ried in the Royal Fam ily’s 
private vault 
at 
Frogmore, 
near Windsor Castle, with his 
Duchess. 
But there is still the Duke’s 
insistence that he cannot live 
in a country which does not 
recognize 
his 
wife 
as 
his 
equal. When he abdicated the 
throne in 1936 and was given 
the title of Duke of Windsor 
he was also given the rights 
and precedence of 
royalty. 
His 
American-born 
Duchess 
was not given the sam e pre­ 
rogatives. The Duke finds this 
intolerable and that is why he 
has continued to live abroad. 
For a long tim e it was 
thought the process of confer­ 
ring royal rank on the duch­ 
ess had to be initiated by the 
palace. 
But court advisers, 
studying 
documents 
going 
back hundreds of years, have 
come to the conclusion that 
the Queen is powerless. 
It is believed that only if 
P r i m e 
M inister 
Edward 
Heath and his cabinet col­ 
leagues raise the issue and in­ 
form the Queen of their wish­ 
es at n meeting of the Privy 
Council c*m what many per­ 
sons consider justice be done 
the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor.

Man and His Dog 
Object to Roving Cats 


A cat has nine lives! But, in my case, this can be shortened 
If the problem persists in my yard. 
No, I don't object to these felines, even though I would not 
have one of my own, but can’t the neighbors keep theirs in 
their own backyard? 
For many years we have had dogs in our family and the 
city ordinances to retain them are very stringent, such as the 
proper pay of licenses each year, compliance with the leash 
law, etc. 
But a cat has the “holy” right to prowl the neighborhood, 
meet another at four in the morning for a bit of noisy funas- 
tics, wander through your garage, fertilize the flower beds and 
take oyer your backyard. 
Yes, my dog barks loudly over the last offense and my 
phone starts ringing ’from complaining neighbors. Why 
shouldn't these same friendly neighbors, who own these fe­ 
lines, try keeping them off my premises. Cats can be wonder­ 
ful family pets, but shouldn't there be recourse for those who 
do not own them? 
I first wrote to Action Line about this problem almost lVa 
years ago, but you have been as silent as I'd like those night 
prowling cats to be. Last night, our front yard was the setting 
for some real caterwauling and today the lawn is littered with 
fur. — R.P., Pomona 


You really want to get Action Line in the middle of a people 
size cat fight—between the cat lovers and those who think 
every litter bit hurts. 
So, have it your way. We agree that the cats you describe 
are a very real nuisance and that cats should not be dis­ 
criminated against by not being included in the kinds of con­ 
trol laws that apply to dogs and other pets. 
But it would be easier to get a leash law for children passed 
than it would be to pass cat-control laws.

We wrote to World Art Group, and although you had pre­ 
viously supplied the firm with photocopies of your canceled 
check, it replied to our letter with a request for such copies. 
Once again you forwarded them. 
World Art Group has sometimes been difficult about provid­ 
ing customer satisfaction, but it usually eventually comes 
through. But four months after the requested documentation 
was provided, you report nothing received.

Last fall I arranged to have Sparkletts bottled water deliv­ 
ery to my home on a monthly bottle-for-bottle exchange ar­ 
rangement—as I used one bottle, another full bottle would be 
left. 
Only my wife and I are at home and as the weeks went by, 
1 started to accumulate a few full bottles. I left a note for the 
deliveryman, who comes every two weeks, explaining (hat I 
did not need any fuH bottles as 1 had three fulls stacked in the 
garage. 
He replied with a note, stating that he had to leave one five- 
gallon bottle every two weeks. He was following orders from 
his employer so I wrote to the distributor. I stated that if 1 
could not get a bottle-for-bottle ratio, 1 wanted the service 
stopped. 
The following week, while 1 was at work, the delivery man 
came to the house and took the dispenser plus the three full 
bottles in the garage, 1 figured this was routine and that 1 
should receive a refund check shortly. 
A few weeks passed and no refund. I wrote to the company 
two different times asking for a refund of $5.04—$1.68 per 
bottle. I still have not heard from the company and was won­ 
dering if Action Line would look into this matter for

The distributor explained that it could not resell the returned 
bottles but was giving you credit for two of them and that this 
was satisfactory to you. We received no explanation for your 
letters being ignored so long.

POMONA — A city trend in 
past years toward the gradual 
phase-out except in industrial 
zones of off-site advertising 
signs, 
including 
billboards, 
may be reversed by the City 
Council. 
Ait its Monday 4 p.m. meet­ 
ing, the council will consider 
proposed changes in the zon­ 
ing ordinance to permit out­ 
door advertising structures, 
billboards and off-site adver­ 
tising signs in six commercial 
and industrial zones. 
The council requested the 
ordinance amendments 
last 
Monday from City Atty. Rob­ 
ert C. Gustaveson after listen­ 
ing to a presentation from 
James Kostoff, an attorney 
representing the Foster and 
Kleiser and the Pacific Out­ 
door Advertising companies. 


He made a number of prop­ 
osals which included addition­ 
al revenue to the city from 
fees, 
self-policing, proposed 
standards and making avail­ 
able six poster panels a year 
for use by the city or for pub­ 
lic service messages. 
The council asked for a re­ 
vised ordiance based on some 
of the ideas presented by Kos­ 
toff. 
The problem of inadequate 
regulations for billboards came 
to the city’s attention in 1964 
when the council declared a 
moratorium on billboards of a 
certain size and appointed a 
12-member committee for a 
study on signs. 
T h e committee’s recom­ 
mendations were endorsed by 
the planning commission and 
after hearings, the council 
adopted an ordinance which 


defined as non-conforming all 
off-site advertising signs ex­ 
cept those in the light and 
general industrial zoning dis­ 
tricts. 
The ordinance called for the 
removal of all non-conforming 
off-site advertising signs with­ 
in two years, but because of 
the hardships some firms said 
this would cause an ordinance 
was adopted in 1967 establish­ 
ing a new sign amortization 
schedule. 
By last year, some 40 off- 
s i t e advertising structures 
had been removed under the 
new schedule.

A Vote (or Destiny 
By Taiwanese? 


The root of the so-called “Two Chinas” problem is 
the fact that Taiwan has too often been misidenti- 
fied as one of the Chinas. 
China itself is not at issue, because it is quite 
clear who governs the 800 million people on the Chi­ 
nese mainland. The real issue 
is Taiwan, or For­ 
mosa, whose international legal status is yet to be 
settled. 
So argues Dr. Lung-chu Chen, a 
research asso­ 
ciate at Yale Law School and secretary for external 
affairs of World United Formosans for Indepen­ 
dence. 
The 1051 Japanese peace treaty left Taiwan’s leg­ 
al status undetermined pending an international set­ 
tlement, he points out. Japan renounced all her 
“rights, title and claim” to Taiwan, but the treaty 
did not specify any beneficiary after half a century 
of Japanese rule. The sovereignty of Taiwan has not 
been transferred to China, either Nationalist or 
Communist. 
Taiwan and China are two separate political en­ 
tities, says Chen. 
“For centuries the Formosal people have been liv­ 
ing in an environment different from that of the 
Chinese and undergoing experiences distinctly For­ 
mosan. They have forged a distinct sense of identity 
and perspective in their quest to be masters of their 
own destiny. 
“The Taiwanese people do not identify with the 
People’s Republic of China, a foreign country with 
which they have never had contact . . . Nor do the 
Taiwanese people identify with the Chiang Kai-shek 
regime. Betraying the trust of the Allied powers, the 
exiled Chiang regime has usurped the sovereign po­ 
wer of the people of Taiwan and illegally occupied 
the island.” 
At present the 12 million Taiwanese, who com­ 
prise 85 per cent of the island’s population, are al­ 
lowed only three per cent token representation in 
the congressional bodies on Taiwan. They have been 
living under martial law for more than 20 years. 
The crux of the question of Chinese participation 
in the United Nations is whether or not Taiwan is or 
should be part of China, says Chen. He proposes 
that a plebiscite be held on Taiwan under U.N. aus­ 
pices. 
“Let the future of Taiwan be decided by the 14 
million people in Taiwan (a population greater than 
two-thirds of the member countries of the U.N.), not 
by the 800 million people in China. And let all par­ 
ties concerned abide by the outcome of such a ple­ 
biscite.” 
As in the case of some 60 former colonial terri­ 
tories that have achieved independence since World 
War II, the principle of self-determination should be 
applied to Taiwan, argues Chen. 
Politically, he says, such a plebiscite would be 
practical and sound, because it would subject the 
assertions and assumptions of all claimants — Com­ 
munist Chinese, Nationalist Chinese and Taiwanese 
— to verification in an impartial and peaceful 
procedure. 
Morally, such a solution would be just, because it 
would give true expression to human dignity and 
human rights. 
Unfortunately for Dr. Chen and his fellow Taiwa­ 
nese, the world, as reflected in the United Nations, 
operates on a double standard in this matter of self- 
determination. 
It universally condemns ihe domination of brown 
people by whites, as witness the virtual disap­ 
pearance in two decades of 
the European colonial 
empires built up over two centuries. 
But when it comes to the political or ideological 
domination of brown people by other brown people, 
the world conveniently looks the other way. 


Recycling Dividends 


Talk about sow’s ears and silk purses: 
—A chemical engineer in Hazleton, Pa., has pa­ 
tented a new method of soaking up oil slicks. 
Worn-out rubber tires and scrap polystyrene plas­ 
tic are shredded up to make a mixture that absorbs 
oil. Groundup tires, buffing from retreading oper­ 
ations and waste plastic are used in various prop­ 
ortions depending on the type of oil to be cleaned 
up. 
The beauty part is that the resulting gooey mass 
can be converted into an asphalt like material use­ 
ful in making roads, floors, roofing and other pro­ 
ducts. 
—Recycling the “leftovers” from the manufacture 
of paper and facial tissue will soon help increase the 
supply of vanilla flavoring, cosmetics, medicine, soil 
conditioners and adhesives, a forestry products com­ 
pany announces. 
Some of these products have been manufactured 
arid marketed on a test basis since 1945. Improved 
processing and refining techniques now make full 
c o m m e rc ia l application feasible. 
—In Vermont, 85 per cent of total organic pollu­ 
tion from industrial sources is whey, a by-product of 
cheese making. Most of it was dumped into rivers, 
until antipollution legislation went into effect. 
For a time, the whey disposal problem was a crit­ 
ical one for cheese makers and threatened a major 
market for milk farmers. But when a state-built 
whey drying plant goes into operation near St. Al­ 
bans, it will transform one of the state’s largest 
sources of organic pollution into a valuable product 
for human and animal food and create some 00 to 100 
new jobs as well. 


No matter how the votes go 
on setting a date for the with­ 
drawal of American forces 
from Vietnam, the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration will carry the 
burden of the war into the 
campaign next year. While it 
may not be an issue, the 
whole tragic mess will be up­ 
permost in the minds of the 
voters who no longer in large 
m a j o r i t y believe anything 
they are told about Vietnam.

ticed by Lyndon Johnson and 
the men around him in plott­ 
ing the bombing of the north 
and the escalation of the 
ground war. This was what 
the Nixon Administration in­ 
herited. 
Increase Doubt 
But the shocking disclosures 
will serve to increase public 
doubt as to whether anyone in 
authority is telling the truth. 
Before the publication of the 
secret report this had become 
an acute challenge to the Ad­ 
ministration. A Gallup poll of 
a month ago 
disclosed 
a 
giant size credibility gap. 
At ai comparable time In 
the Johnson presidency 65 per 
cent said the Administration 
was not telling the people all 
they should know about the 
war—and 
how 
right 
they 
were. This compares with 67 
per cent who hold the same 
opinion about the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration today. Only one 
in live Americans, the same 
poll showed, believes the two 
conditions recently laid down 
by President Nixon for the 
withdrawal of all forces—that 
South Vietnam be able to take 
over Its own defense and that 
all American prisoners be re ­ 
turned—have any chance of 
being met before the end of 
1972. 
It is all very well for Ad­ 
ministration 
spokesmen 
to 
shrug off the disclosures, say­ 
ing that they reveal 
con­ 
cealment and deception in the 
two years before they came 
to office. 
When he toured 
Southeast Asia prior to his 
candidacy Mr. Nixon was lav­ 
ish with hie rhetoric on the 
need for Americans to defend 
the free world against Com­ 
munist aggression and sub­ 
version. 
Since 
he 
became 
President he has kept up a 
cozy 
relationship with 
his 
predecessor, with rarely 
a 
word of criticism of past po­ 
licies 
and 
conduct. 
Small 
wonder, then, that on Viet­ 
nam at least they seem to be 
Tweedledum and Tweedledee. 
What is almost laughable 
are the cries of shock and 
horror coming from the Re­ 
publicans that anyone should 
exploit the war for political 
purposes. In the presidential 
campaign of 1952 the Republi­ 
cans, from General Eisenho­ 
wer on down, attacked) the 
Truman Administration over 
the Korean War. This in­ 
cluded many who had orig- 
i n a J l y supported President 
Truman’s action responding 
to the call of the United Na­ 
tions Security Council for the 
defense of South Korea and 
sending American troops as 
the first contingent in a long 
and bioody war. 
Repeatedly in the closing 
days of the campaign Ei­ 
senhower drummed on the 
theme of Korea and how the 
United States had bungled its 
way into a land war in Asia. 
At Batavia, N..Y, in late Oc­ 
tober he said: 
“ Did we have to get into 
that mess? In any event, 
there is the record. After two 
years we still have these 
great casualites in defending 
a distant corner of the land. 
When we know that these 
people themselves, 
out 
of 
their national pride, want to 
defend their own 
country. 
When their own Ambassador 
to our country says, ‘Give us 
the guns and save your sons,’ 
When we have had all the 
time since 1941 to do it, this 
is not a very good record.”

OUR MAN IN WASHINGTON 
Nixon Changes Mind 
On Deficit Spending 


JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Lockheed Also Has Troubles 
With Its Shipbuilding Unit 


The great Lockheed conglom­ 
erate, whose aircraft opera­ 
tions have become a front-page 
scandal, has also had unpubli­ 
cized troubles with its ship­ 
building. One piece of machin­ 
ery aboard a Lockheed ship, 
according to the Navy inspec­ 
tor’s confidential report, was 
held together with bailing wire. 
The embattled corporation 
is building five new destro­ 
yers for the Navy in Seattle. 
Navy inspectors found enough 
problems in the first Lock­ 
heed ship, the Rathbume, to 
fill a 148-page, single-spaced 
“ Acceptance Trial Deficiency 
lis t.” 
“ Lube oil leaks» under tur­ 
bine are cooking on turbine 
drain lines, possible fire ha­ 
zard,” is just one of the hun­ 
dreds of faults found on the 
Rathbume. 
A few others: “unreliable 
weapons systems, 
malfunc­ 
tioning radar, steering system 
breakdowns, hot pipes that 
lack guards “ to protect ship’s 
p e r s o n n e l from burn in­ 
juries," faulty fire fighting 
gear. The goofs have now 
been laboriously corrected. 
The second Lockheed des­ 
troyer, the 
Reasoner, 
also 
was plagued with problems. 
These included the machinery 
fastened by bailing wire, nu­ 
merous oil leaks, faulty wel­ 
ding, 
and 
crumbling 
fire 
brick in the boiler. 
Only the last-minute inter­ 
vention by an alert admiral in 
W a s h i n g t o n held up the 
Reasoner’s acceptance trials 
and prevented a possible dis­ 
aster at sea. 
R e a r Adim . N a t h a n 
Sonensheinn 3,000 miles away 
from Seattle, studied his in­ 
spectors’ pre-trial reports be­ 
fore the Reasoner was sup­ 
posed to put to sea. He noted 
that fuel drips had been de­ 
tected near the boilers and in­ 
sulation was missing on hot 
steam pipes. 
“Oil might have got on the 
pipes, and that could have 
m eant fire,” he told us. “ I or­ 
dered Lockheed to hold up for 
a week.” 
Lockheed put off the trials 


until the safety-related fail­ 
ures had been fixed to the 
Admiral’s satisfaction. Sonerv- 
shein says the Reasoner is 
now shipshape and should be 
accepted by the Navy this 
month. 
Footnote: The Navy is settl­ 
ing claims by Lockheed for 
such items as design changes, 
manyi of them the result of 
Navy goofs for $62 million. 


Gas Scandal 
We have reported how the 
Federal Power Commission, 
under the prod of Chairman 
J o h n Nassikas, has 
sup­ 
pressed its own figures and 
adopted the gas industry’s fig­ 
ures to justify a $4 billion 
rate Increase. 
T h i s staggering amount 
would be added to the month­ 
ly bills of the gas users. 
The industry’s request for 
higher rates is based upon 
gas reserve figures that FPC 
economists have warned may 
be off as much as 40 per cent. 
Yet their warnings have been 
hushed up to keep the con­ 
sumers from finding out how 
badly they would be bilked. 
What makes this all the 
more shocking is that the 
FPC is sworn by law to pro­ 
tect] the public against pre­ 
datory gas barons. 
The sheer magnitude of the 
figures makes the story diffi­ 
cult to comprehend, but the 
documents Nassikas has tried 
to suppress 
show 
all 
too 
clearly that 
he 
has 
been 
scheming 
against the con­ 
sumers. 
As we have reported, the 
gas producers are trying to 
wangle a rate increase from 
the FPC for the natural gas 
they draw out of a vast Loui­ 
siana reservoir. At issue are 
trillions of cubic feet of Loui­ 
sian 
gas 
reserves, 
which 
eventually will supply half the 
nation. 
To support their case for 
higher rates, the gas produ­ 
cers have furnished the FPC 
with figures which the FPC’s 
e c o n o m i c s chief, Haskell 
Wald, has challenged. He ex­ 
pressed his concern in a con­ 
fidential memo, dated Decem­ 


ber 1, 1976, to the legal office. 
Like all bureuacratic com­ 
munications, the memo was 
worded cautiously. Wald knew 
his boss, the fiery-tempered 
Nassikas, 
was 
pushing 
to 
raise the rates. 


Wald’s Warning 
The figures provided by the 
American 
Gas 
Association, 
representing the producers, 
might be helpful on broad 
trends, Wald suggested tac­ 
tfully. But the industry fig­ 
ures 
were 
highly 
questio­ 
nable, he cautioned, for as­ 
sessing the need for a rate in­ 
crease. 
“The reliability of the AGA 
data for estimating unit cost 
or for assessing the adequacy 
of current supply,” he wrote, 
“Is . . . a critical issue for 
the Commission’s rate deci­ 
sions.” 
In an attempt to muster sup­ 
port inside the FPC for the 
consumer, Wald sent a second 
memo, dated December 2, to 
Tom Joyce, head of the FPC’s 
powerful Natural Gas Bureau. 
“ I would expect your sup­ 
port,” urged Wald, “on the 
comment on the 40 per cent 
range of error, since the 40 
per cent is based on the 
staff’s experience in checking 
estimates for uncommitted re­ 
serves.” 
The Natural Gas Bureau at 
first had indicated its agree­ 
ment that the gas producers’ 
figures were suspect. Then it 
obediently lined up with Nas- 
s i k a s and supported the 
boss’s pro-industry views. 
Nassikas’» general counsel, 
Gordon Gooch, completely ig­ 
nored Wald’s warnings and 
prepared an FPC brief so lar­ 
ded with pro-gas arguments 
that it is incredible it could 
have come from a federal 
regulatory agency established 
to protect the consumers. 
Instead of condemning the 
industry’s misleading figures, 
Gooch actually cited them as 
evidence that the gas produ­ 
cers deserve a rate increase.

Most of us remember that 
back in the fall of 1968 when 
Richard Nixon was on the 
stump, he spoke out often and 
very strongly for a blanced 
federal 
budget. 
And 
with 
practically every speech he 
gave, he managed to bring in 
some criticism of the John- 
son-Humphrey administration 
for its failure to deal with 
this problem. 
So it was a big surprise to 
many 
last 
January 
when 
President Nixon told Howard 
K. Smith of ABC news that he 
d9 “now a Keynesian” in mat­ 
ters of economics. The presi­ 
dent wa9 saying, of course, 
that he now subscribes to the 
economic theories of John 
Maynard Keynes who advo­ 
cated federal deficit spend­ 
ing—the exact opposite of the 
ideas Nixon the candidate es­ 
poused. 
Lenin's Theory 
In one 1968 speech, Nixon 
referred critically to econom­ 
ist Keynes and recalled a 
quotation of Lenin: “The best 
way to destroy the capitalist 
system is to debauch the cur­ 
rency.” Taking this as his 
theme, Nixon went on to warn 
oil the 
dangers of 
deficit 
spending. 
Now that Nixon is in the 
administrative saddle, he is 
getting the same criticism he 
used to dish out to the Demo­ 
cratic administration. For in­ 
stance, chairman Allen Ellen- 
der of the Senate Apporopria- 
tions Committee recently war­ 
ned that the U.S. is in danger 
of choking on its debts. 
The current national debt is 
nearly $400 billion, like 
a 
mountain so big it can’t be 
seen. It is a sum greater than 
the debt of all other countries 
in the world combined. Here 
is how Ellender described it: 
If every member of the 
U.S. Senate counted two, one- 
dollar bills every second of 
every minute of every hour of 
every day, of every week, it 
would take 64 years to count 
$400 billion. If the senators 
w o r k e d a standard work 
year—eight hours a day for 
260 days a year—taking no 
coffee breaks, or holidays or 
vacations, it would take them 
267 years to accomplish the 
same count. 
Soma economists are now 
warning that the federal bud­ 
get) under ihe Nixon admin­ 
istration has the potential of 
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running dangerously out of 
control. Fiscal problems have 
been with the Nixon admin­ 
istration almost from the be­ 
ginning-gradual at first, but 
now grown into a runaway 
budget. 
President Nixon forecast a 
surplus for the fiscal year end­ 
ing June 30, 1970. Later, Nix­ 
on revised his forecast and 
predicted an $18.6 billion defi­ 
cit. And since that time, fis­ 
cal experts in Congress have 
said the deficit will be around 
$20.3 billion. 
The President has predicted 
that the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1972 will show a defi­ 
cit of $11.6 billion. You can 
look for an upward revision of 
this too by Mr. Nixon. Eco­ 
nomists are already saying 
that deficit will be closer to 
$23 billion. And the fiscal 1971 
budget will show $22.8 billion, 
they predict. The two-year 
deficit] will be around $45.8 
billion—a total never before 
seen in two straight years 
when the country was not in 
an all-out war. 
One reason, no doubt, that 
the U.S. fiscal condition is in 
bad shape is the vast amount 
of foreign aid in grants and 
loans. The total is reported to 
be $138 billion between 1946 
and 1969, and climbing stead­ 
ily. To be sure, most of this 
aid was doled out before Mr. 
Nixon came to office. But of 
great concern is the fact that 
he not only fails to cut back 
such aid, but wants to accele­ 
rate it. 
All of this means, of course, 
that no real progress is being 
made to check inflation and 
that the purchasing power of 
the dollar is being further 
eroded. It means further that 
unless the headlong dash to­ 
ward deficit spending isn’t 
halted and reversed, t h a t 
America has a rendezvous 
with a national fiscal crisis. 
Speaking on a balanced fed­ 
eral budget at New York in 
1968, candidate Nixon declar­ 
ed: “We have not yet taken 
the first step toward such ba­ 
lance—toward regaining con- 
t r o 1 
over federal 
deficit 
spending 
and 
the 
ever-in­ 
creasing federal debt.” 
Three years later, the same 
is true. What is remarkable is 
the fact that the man who 
promised to solve this prob­ 
lem has not done so, and has 
instead, changed his economic 
philosophy to that of perma­ 
nent deficit federal spending.

It la being pointed out that 
the worker’s payroll 
levy, 
presently 5.2 per cent and

ahead 
is 
becoming 
the stiffest tax some Ameri­ 
cans pay. 
About 12 million personal 
U.S. income tax returns in­ 
volve no payment of taxes at 
all, either because yearly in­ 
comes are low or because 
family size and deductions 
cut income below taxable le­ 
vels. But every income-eamer 
pays that 5.2 per cent for So­ 
cial Security-Medicare. 
True enough. Correct, also, 
that under present law that 
yearly payroll bite will rise to 
6.05 per cent by 1987, or to 7.4 
per cent by 1977 in a new rate 
schedule pending in the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
Is adopted. 
There are, however, very 
•ignificant 
offsets 
which 
must, in fairness, be intro­ 
duced to put the taxes in per­ 


spective. Retirement and oth- 
er Social Security benefits are 
going to be very much higher 
in the coming years. 
A qualified worker who re­ 
tires at 65 this year can draw 
at most $213.10 a month in re­ 
tirement benefits. If his wife 
is 65, the pair can collect a 
maximum of $319.70 a month. 
But let’s look ahead. Pre­ 
sume a man and wife who 
were both 50 in 1970 and are 
going to be at full retirement 
age 65 in January, 1985. Pre­ 
sume likewise that the man 
has maximum earnings credi­ 
table to Social Security under

through 1984. 
U n d e r present law the 
couple in 1985 and thereafter 
could draw $385.40 a month in 
retirement pay. 
Under the pending Ways 
and Means Committee bill, 
which provides for a new 5 
per cent monthly benefit in­ 
crease to take effect in mid- 
1972 and also for future cost- 
of-living benefit hikes, the 
same couple would, in 1985, 
start drawing $638.10 a month 
in retirement money.

lence.” 
In a folksy delivery, he re­ 
called that when he was 12 
years old, some well known 
people were predicting that 
the worid was going to come 
to an end on May 12, 1932, at 
high noon. 
“ So a few of us packed a 
picnic lunch and went out into 
the open to see how it would 


all come about. But when by 
4 o’clock nothing happened, 
we were a pretty disgruntled 
group.

the world didn’t end then, and 
it isn’t going to end in the 
next few years,” he declared.

The controversy over the 
New York Times and Wash­ 
ington Post publication of a 
series based on secret docu­ 
ments of the American role in 
Vietnam evoked a number of 
retorts, mild and otherwise, 
from several Pomona Valley 
residents Saturday. 
The issue of government 
censorship for national secur­ 
ity and freedom of the press 
appeared to be the most outs­ 
tanding bases for positions ta­ 
ken. 
Bob Weingartner of Clare­ 
mont and Tom Andr^siak of 
Upland were on opposite sides 
of the fence in their “ 100 per 
cent” answers. 
Weingartner said “ There’s 
a point on national security 
whereby discretion is the bet­ 
ter decision. My answer is 100 
per cent affirmative for the 
government 
restriction 
be­ 
cause I do think it is a ques­ 


tion of national security.” 
Andrysiak said “ as long as 
the free press of the United 
States has access to that in­ 
formation, they should be al­ 
lowed to publish it.” 
Alren Wooden of Pomona 
voiced concern about how his 
tax dollars are being spent, 
“ t think they should make 
them (the documents) public. 
I ’d like to know where my 
tax dollars are going and I 
think everyone else would too.

They stated that a cer­ 
tain amount of censorship is 
necessary if it deals with that 
which will “ hurt the govern­ 
ment and the welfare of the 
United States.”

Estelle Hines of Pomona 
agreed with those favoring 
government censorship,

“ I don’t think it’s really 
any of rtur business. There 
are some things we should 
know and there are some 
things we shouldn’t. There’s 
so much unrest now, why 
make any more?” she asked. 
Gary Melickian of Diamond 
Bar favored censorship be­ 
cause “ there are cases where 
something should not be re­ 
leased. Take for example, the 
development of a secret wea­ 
pon during World War II. I 
doubt if we would have wan­ 
ted the Germans or Japanese 
to eot (such material).”

OXFORD, England (UPI)— 
One ot the most famous de­ 
bating societies in the world, 
the Oxford Union, is on the 
danger list. Since 1825 it has 
been a training ground for fu­ 
ture 
prime 
ministers 
and 
members of Parliament, 
a 
c e n t e r 
of 
political 
con­ 
troversy, and an undergra­ 
duate gentlemen’s club It ap­ 
pears 
that 
1971, 
however, 
may be the Union’s last year 
—at least in its present form. 
The Union is $72.f00 in the 
red and is faced with steadily 
Ceclining membership. Des­ 
pite a 50 per cent reduction in 
the society’s dues, last year's 
membership drive found only 
200 new members! in Oxford 
University’s student popula­ 
tion of over 11,000. 
Recently an open meeting 
of more than 500 students cal­ 
led for the buildings and faci­ 
lities of the Union to be turn­ 
ed over to the Students Rep­ 
resentative Council for use as 
a 
central 
students’ 
union 
similar to those at other uni­ 
versities. 
The demise of the Union 
has been front page news in 
British newspapers. For all 
its troubles and diminished 
status, it remains a revered 
institution. 
Its history is studded! with 
famous names of Union offi­ 
cers who went on to political 
s u c c e s s —prime ministers 
such as William Gladstone, 
Herbert Asquith, Harold Mac­ 
millan and Edward Heath. 
And other British political fig­ 
ures such as Michael Foot, 
Jerem y Thorpe and Roy Jen­ 
kins. 
Its debates have had world­ 
wide political effects. In 1933 
the Union resolved that under 
no circumstances 
would 
it 
fight for “King and country’’. 
Some analysts have claimed 
that the Union’s stance af­ 
fected Germany’s evaluation 
of 
Britain’s 
willingness 
to 
fight. Winston Churchill later 
charged that this debate help- 


the 
the 
stu- 


ed bring Mussolini to the side 
of Hitler. 
Traditionally an invitation 
to speak ait the Union has 
been akin to a request for a 
royal command performance. 
Lloyd George was summoned 
in 1913, Winston Churchill in 
1920. W.B. Yeats debated the 
relative merits of Byron and 
Shelley here and the late Sen. 
Robert F. Kennerdy appeared 
in 1967 to explain his views on 
the Vietnam war. 
The quality of speakers and 
the attendance at debates has 
gradually 
declined, however 
Recently a speaker pulled out 
a guitar and sang his speech 
to a half-full hall. 
One 
explanation 
for 
Union's decline lies in 
changing nature of the 
dent population at Oxford. 
“There are fewer so-called 
gentlemen coming up these 
days,’’ said Leofranc Hold- 
ford Strevens, a member of 
the Union’s Standing Com­ 
mittee. “ And so there is less 
of a preceived need for a gen­ 
tlemen’s club.” 
Actually the Union has had 
women members since 1963. 
Its 
current 
president, 
Sue 
Richards, is the second wom­ 
an to head the Union. Another 
recent president was a for­ 
mer blue collar worker and 
the son of a manservant. But 
there is still a growing feeling 
that the Union in its present 
form is an elitist hangover 
from a more aristocratic Ox­ 
ford era. 
T h e 
m o s t 
p e r ­ 
sistently voiced reform is for 
the replacement of the cur­ 
rent Union by a central stu­ 
dent union to which all un­ 
dergraduates would automati­ 
cally belong. 
Mike House, Union presi­ 
dent last year, took the posi­ 
tion that Oxford needed 
a 
central student union for poli­ 
tical reasons: “We need a 
body which can represent stu­ 
dent views with authority to 
the academic staff.’’

Coast hotels and built in 1927 
to stand forever, is dead. 
It 
survived 
two brushes 
with financial disaster and it 
withstood the worst storm in 
American history. It could not 
survive change. 
The 30C-room hotel will be 
tom down, probably starting 
in July, to make room for a 
40-business shopping center. 
The hotel’s owner. Ameri­ 
can National Insurance Co of 
Galveston, Tex., contends the 
Edgewater must bow out to 
make 
room 
for 
progress. 
“We’re not interested in past 
eras of elegance,’’ said 
a 
company employe who asked 
not to be named. “We’re in­ 
terested in making money.” 
“Yeah, it’s sad, but that’s 
big business,” said American 
National’s Sam Pearce, the 
Edgewater’s resident mana­ 
ger. “They can make a lot 
more money with a lot less 
headaches running a shopping 
center that they can with a 
hotel.” 
Imposing Structure 
But a number of formr ho­ 
tel employes and Gulf Coast 
residents, who talk of the Ed­ 
gewater as though it had a 
soul, contend progress and 
change are not the same 
thing. 
The Edgewater was a lan­ 
dmark—not beautiful, but im­ 
posing. It was a massive, 
blue-trimmed, 
white stucco 
s t r u c t u r e whose peculiar 
Moorish architectural touches 
barely saved it from looking 
like a hospital. 
Its spire, a sort of minaret 
with Spanish arches, was vi­ 
sible miles away over the 
coastal flatlands. Its spacious 
lawn was dotted with cen­ 
turies old oaks. Red carpeted 
steps led up to a high-cei- 
lirtged lobby built around a 
c i r c u l a r copper fireplace 
whose 
chimney 
ran 
eight 
stories up to the hotel’s roof. 
Antique tapestries draped 
the lobby’s walls. The furni­ 


ture was oversized and com­ 
fortable, dominated by leather, 
marble and heavy wood. 
Dennis Trahan, who joined 
the Edigwater staff in 1941 at 
the 
age of 
13, 
kept 
the 
deathwatch May 22, the ho­ 
tel’s la9t night in business. 
“When they tear her down, 
there won’t be no more like 
her no more,” he said, finger­ 
ing the wilted gold braid on 
his faded blue bell captain’s 
jacket. “When they close this 
one, it’s the end of an era.” 
Time was when dinner in 
the vast Edgwater dining 
room was a black tie affair. 
Each place setting contained 
11 pieces of fine silver, and 
the water goblets and wine 


glasses were expensive crys­ 
tal. 
Full staff for the Edgewater 
in recent years wa9 159 em­ 
ployes But in the 1930s there 
were 1,100 people to see to 
the comfort and pleasure of 
patrons. 
The hotel’s 
aging 
guest­ 
books contain the names of 
the famous, the 
baronial ly 
rich, the politically promi­ 
nent. Among them were for­ 
mer President 
Harry Tru­ 
man, former Vice President 
Henry Wallace and 1928 presi­ 
dential candidate A1 Smith. 
Jolson a Guest 
Singer A1 Jolson was an Ed­ 
gewater visitor. A train that 
used to make a special stop 


behind the hotel would oc 
cassionlly bring gangster Al 
Capone for a seaside holi­ 
day. 
The Edgewater and a twin 
hotel in Chicago, the Edgewa­ 
ter Beach, wer built in the 
big money era of the 3920s. 
The Edgewater Beach was 
tom down a few years ago. 
Hurricane Camille hit the 
Edgewater head-on in August, 
1969, with top winds of 210 
miles per hour pushing waves 
20 feet high. 
The 
mighty 
storm flattened virtually ev­ 
erything in its path—except 
the Edgewater. The hotel’s 
steel and reinforced concrete 
suffered no structural dam­ 
age. The elegant lobby, per­ 


ched 28 feet off the ground, 
stayed dry. 
The Edgewater opened its 
doors to Camille’s refugees, 
becoming one of the two ma­ 
jor relief centers on the ra­ 


vaged coast. The hotel fed 
and sheltered 9ome 800 famil­ 
ies unitil other shelter could 
he arranged. For that, too, 
the elegant Edgewater Gulf 
will be fondly remembered.

U.S. Indians Declare War On Alcohol, Drug Problem 


SALT LAKE CITY (U P I)- 
Indians worried about the 
abuse of alcohol and —to a 
lesser extent —drugs among 
their kind have declared war 
on both in a self-help cam­ 
paign aimed at all Indians 
throughout the country. 
The Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fairs places the nation’s In­ 
dian population at somewhere 
in the range of 750,000-800,000. 
A total 477,500 live on reser­ 
vations but there is less cer­ 
tainty about how many more 
American Indians there are. 
The Bureau estimates about 
350,000. 
The instrument for the redi­ 
man’s war on 
drink and 
drugs is the newly organized 


American Indian Commission 
o n 
Alcoholism 
and 
Drug 
Abuse, Inc. 
A spokesman for the Com- 
m i s s i o n 
estimated 
that 
from 60 to 65 per cent of 
the Indian people are in one 
way touched by or through al­ 
coholism. 
Michael Joseph Raymond, 28, 
the Commission spokesman 
who is part Cherokee, said the 
high rate of alcoholism among 
Indians is frightening. “It’s 
kind of wiping us out,’’ he said. 
The driving force behind 
the Commission, believed to 
be the first of its kind and 
certainly the most ambitious 
in its aims, is 33-year-old 
Mark Small, a Cheyenne from 


Busley, a speck of an Indian 
town near Lame Deer, Mont. 
Small, 
the 
Commission’s 
executive director, has di­ 
vided the nation Into 10 areas 
for the “Indian working with 
his brother Indian” f i g h t 
against excessive drinking and 
its consequences. 
Already 
the 
Commission 
has been instrumental in the 
establishment of three alco- 
h o 1 i c 
treatment 
centers. 
There is a facility for Sioux 
on the Pine Ridge Reservar 
tion in Nebraska; an Indian 
t r e a t m e n t center for the 
Northern Cheyenne, Crow and 
others in Montana, and a 
“model” facility known as the 
Twin Lake Recovery Center 


located at Ft. Defiance on the 
Navajo Reservation in north­ 
ern New Mexico. Immediate 
plans call for a string of 
smaller 
alcoholism 
centers 
through Nevada. 
The campaign also has spe­ 
cial plans for Instructing and 
then utilizing Indian youth on 
the perils of alcohol, and drug 
addiction. 
The 
Commission 
hopes 
to 
bring 
promising 
youngsters from the reserva­ 
tions to headquarters in Salt 
Lake City where they can at­ 
tend special classes at local 
schools on alcohol and drugs 
and work with the Indian or­ 
ganisation part time. Upon 
completion of training they 
would return to their home 


areas and utilize what they 
have learned in starting new 
programs. 
“We want to ask them,” 
Raymond said, “Hey, what do 
you see? Hey, what do you 
want, what do you think?” 
Ultimately the Indian group 
hopes to become a clearing 
house 
for 
“tailored” 
pro­ 
grams combatting alcoholism 
when help is asked, whether it 
be a group of 20 or a whole 
reservation. 
Raymond 
said approaches 
to alcoholism problems for 
the Indian will be varied. 
“We have got to experiment,” 
he said. “We utilize an A A 
(Alcoholics Anonymous) ap­ 
proach at times, but we use 


other ways. We will have to 
find out needs. If ont thing 
doesn’t 
fit 
(the 
program) 
we’ll tailor something else.” 
What are the critical areas 
for alcoholic Indians? 
“Just pick a reservation,” 
Raymond said. “The tragedy 
is that the critical areas for 
alcoholism are wherever our 
people are living in’ num­ 
bers."

Emily Dickinson was born in 1830 and died in 1886. Collections 
of her verse were published in 1890 and 1892, and her letters in 
1894. 
Collectors who want first day cancellations should send! ad­ 
dressed envelopes, with payment to cover cost of stamps to be 
affixed, to the Postmaster at Amherst, Mass. 00102. The out­ 
side envelope, as usual, should be marked: “First Day Covers 
8c Emily Dickinson Stamp.” 


Two international postal cards, a 10-cent surface mail and a 
15-cent airmail were issued on June 10 in New York City. The 
10 cent vertical card has a white map of the U.S.A. on a blue 
background.

consumer 
affairs, 
to 
comment: 
“We 
have a boxing ring *et up in 
the kitchen.”

She doesn’t understand the 
‘way out’ ” . . . 
That’s why, 
he said,

many retailers “have gone to 
Europe to find clothes they 
felt could stimulate their busi­ 
ness.” 
But the news for fall is 
good, 
Silverman 
said. 
And 
a n o t h e r panelist, Henoch 
Mendelsund, vice president of 
ILGWU, and general manager 
of the New York Cloak Joint 
Board agreed. The swing for 
fall is back to “more believ­ 
ing clothes.” 
Mendelsund, 
describing 
“what’s cooking” lor fall es­ 
pecially in the coat and suit 
fields, said, “We have given 
feathers back to the Indians, 
the Gypsy back to fortune tel­ 
lers, the prairie back to ur­ 
ban renewal. 
“The traditional, the civi­ 


lized look, is back ... there is 
very little ’far out’. The sil­ 
houette is mostly straight or 
semi-fitted.

If you need 
any other excuse for indulg­ 
ing in Calvados it is consid­ 
ered to be a very fine and po­ 
werful digestive. 
Monosodium glutamate is 
the popular flavor enhancer, 
also available under a trade 
name. You will find it in 
spice departments with the 
letters MSG, the full spelling 
right under that. In itself it is 
colorless, odorless and flavor­ 
less but perks up vegetables 
and meats to bring out the 
full flavor.

The record book and the 
bookmakers side with Rod 
Laver of Australia to win his 
fifth title since 1961. Some ex­ 
perts choose John Newcombe 
to retain the title, and big 
Californian Stan Smith also 
has his supporters. 
Regardless of who collects 
the cup July 3, the organizers 
have ensured the 85th renew­ 
al of the All-England cham­ 
pionships, worth $120,128 this 
year, will be a "spectators’ 
tournament.’* 
By seeding only eight men 
they have left some high 
priced World Championship 
Tennis (WCT) stars floating 
in the draw, including recent 
champion Roy Emerson of 
A u s t r a l i a and other big 
names like Tom Okker of the 
Netherlands, 
French 
Open 
winner Jan Kodes of Cze­ 
choslovakia and Andres Gi- 
meno of Spain. 
Laver, who now makes his 
home in California, is seeded 
to meet Newcombe in the fin­ 
al. Behind them come Ken 
Rosewall of Australia, the 
U.S. Open champion who lost 
to Newcombe in last year’s 
final 
here, 
Smith, 
Arthur 
Ashe of Gum Springs, Va., 
who won the Australian Open, 
Cliff Richey of San Angelo, 
Tex., Ilie Nastase of Ro­ 
mania, and Cliff Drysdale of 
South Africa. 
Marty Riessen of Evanston, 
111., who 
is 
playing 
well 
enough to upset the best and 
has become an unofficial spo­ 
kesman for the WCT players, 
claimed: "It’s ridiculous to 
have only eight seeds in an 


entry of 128. But having seen 
the eight, it strikes me as 
another attack an the profes­ 
sionals." 
T h e professionals’ anger 
stems from the fact three of 
their number, Okker, Nikki 
Pilic of Yugoslavia and Is­ 
mael El Shafei of Egypt, 
were among seven players 
recently suspended by the In­ 
ternational 
Federation 
for 
passing up the French cham­ 
pionships at Paris. 
The position, however, has 
since been resolved with the 
players concerned having ex­ 
tended their apologies to the 
French and the ILTF. 
Riessen also considers the 
$ 9 , 0 00 top prize as in­ 
sufficient. 
"It should be $20,000," he 
says, but a look at the entry 
list shows every top man is in 
the draw. 
Wimbledon continues to at­ 
tract the cream of tennis and 
come Monday a crowd of 
around 30,000 will be inside 
the old club in suburban Lon­ 
don watching the action on 16 
manicured grass courts. 
Outsiders like Kurt Nielsen 
of Denmark, Martin Mulligan 
of Australia and Germany’s 


Willy Bungert have made the 
final, but none of them could 
win the match that mattered. 
This year, however, the form 
book is upside down. The de­ 
mands of seven-days-a-week 
tennis has taken its toll. La­ 
ver, Newcombe, Tony Roche 
of Australia, Okker, British 
lefty Roger Taylor, Pilic and 
other lesser lights all have 
been sidelined by injury. Most 
have been troubled by back 
and stomach injuries. 
The British weather, too, 
has been at its worst in the 
two weeks leading up to the 
tournament. 
Players 
have 
missed much needed practice 
on grass and will go into the 
championship not completely 
a t t u n e d to the different 
bounce from artificial clay sur­ 
faces. 
Laver, 32, already has won 
a staggering 
$216,000 
this 
year, with most of his win­ 
nings coming in the Tennis 
Champions 
Classic 
series 
which featured winner-take- 
all matches at $10,000

throw. 
Five weeks ago he returned 
to California for a three-week 
rest, but his plans were upset 
by the weather and he has 


played little tennis since in 
tournaments at Bristol and 
Queen’s Club, London. 
Newcombe was dumped by 
Pilic in the first round at 
Bristol, and he also is short 
of match practice following a 
three-week break at his home 
in Germany. 
Smith, a 6-foot-4, 180-pound 
private on leave from the 
U . S . 
Army, 
suffered 
in 
previous years because of a 
lack of big time experience 
due to his studies at the Uni­ 
versity of Southern California. 
Last year a shoulder injury 
affected his mobility, but this 
time he cornea superbly fit 
and with a game Tailor-made 
for grass. He has the big 
service, a penetrating volley, 
smooth ground strokes and is 
virtually impassable at the 
net. 
At 8-1 along with Rosewall, 
he is a good bet. Laver is the 
5-4 favorite, while Newchombe 
is 5-1. 
On the distaff side, the final 
s h o u l d match 
defending 
champion Margaret Court of 
Australia against three-time 
winner Billie Jean King of 
Long Beach, Calif., if form 
holds up.

Q — Our dollars seem to be in a pretty shaky condition in 
Europe. Would you discuss the recent crisis and explain how 
an Investor can protect his capital from devaluation? N.D. 
A —• The international monetary crisis was precipitated by 
currency speculators who were convinced that the Bonn gov­ 
ernment was about to up the exchange value of the mark in 
relation to the dollar. In the subsequent flurry of events, the 
mark, which had been allowed to float, settled back to an 
exhenage value only 2 .5 per cent above the previous level, 
| much less than had been anticipated. 
Speculative interest then centered on gold, focused by the 
U.S. Treasury announcement that $282 million in bullion had 
been sold to France and $80 million to Belgium, leaving wily 
$10.7 billion in gold reserves in the Treasury. Spurred by the 
surge in demand, the price, o f gold in London rose to $41.20 a 
ounce. 
This type of exchange readjustment — the fifth in three 
years — is the inevitable result of trying to artifically main­ 
tain constant monetary exchange rates between nations with 
varying rates of inflation. The record1 U.S. payments deficit 
only added more I uel to the fire. 
While the equity investor may suffer temporary setbacks 
resulting from uncertainties surrounding monetary upheavals, 
he has at least a* measure of protection from the effects of 
inflation. Although sudden devaluation of the dollar would be 
interpreted by most individuals as a major cl amity, inflation 
has in fact accomplished this over al period of years. Today 
the dollar buys 65 per cent less than it did 2 0 years ago.' On| 
the other hand, stocks, as measured by the Dow Jones Indust­ 
rial Average, have moved up in value about four fold, outpac­ 
ing inflation 1.3-to-l. 
Inflation is a fact of life which should be accepted but not 
Ignored. The prudent man protects his capital against decr­ 
eased buying power by making investments which will appre­ 
ciate in value at a rate at least consistent with inflation. 
Stocks such as Avon, Eastman Kodak, Polaroid and Tampax 
would serve this purpose.

tainty swept throufh Wall 
Street tMs week, but il wasn't 
until Friday that Investors be­ 
gan to run scared. By the fin­ 
al gong, the Dow Jones blue 
chip barometer had plunged 
to its lowest level in more 
than three-months, with other 
major stock market imhea- 
tors also iw full retreat. 
The tip-off of what was in 
store tor investors came Mon­ 
day, when a m a j o r Phila­ 
delphia bank jacked up the 
prime interest rate — that 
c h a r g e d a bank’s most 
credit-worthy customers—one- 
quarter pint to 5 3-4 per cent. 
A day later the Bank of Cali­ 
fornia raised the key interest 
rate one-half point to 6 per 
cent, but the question still 
was up in the air at week’s 
end. None of the country’s 
leading banks had moved. 
Things grew more compli­ 
cated when investors began 
speculating about chances for 
a boost in the discount rate, 
the rate the Federal Reserve 
Board charges member com­ 
mercial bank borrower*. 
“There 1* confusion and 
concern on Wall Street which 
probably won’t be cleared un­ 
til major banks decide what, 
if any, action to take on tho 
prime rate,” one analyst re­ 
marked. 
On Friday, the uncertainty 
turned to outright gloom fol­ 
lowing report of a drop in the 
cash position of the mutual 
fund industry, a group that 
had been instrumental in the 
market’s surge s i n o e the 
middle of 1970. 
Concern over the pace of 
economic recovery and a 
plunge through 900 on the 
Dow gave investors further 
reason 16 sell stocks. 
For file week, the Dow 
Jones Industrial average en­ 
ded with a loss of 27.31 at 
889.16, its lowest closing since 
it finished at 883.01 on March 
3. 
Standard & Poor’s 900 stock 
index dropped 2.10 to 90.97, 
while the NYSE common 
stock index fell 1.17 to 54.63. 
Declines topped advances, 1,- 
318 to 384 among the 1,833 is­ 
sues crossing the tape. 
Volume for the five-days 
aggregated 68,433,250 shares, 
topping the 66,366,830 shares 
traded a week earlier, and 
a l s o above the 47,970,650 
shares traded during the year 
ago period. 
President Nixon’s chief eco­ 
no m i c adviser, Paul W. 
McCracken, said the economy 
is moving too slowly to cut 
the nation’s unemployment 
rate. It marked the first offi­ 
cial word from the Admin­ 
istration that it was dis­ 
satisfied with he economic 
pace. 
The Organization of Eco­ 
nomic Cooperation and Devel­ 
opment said the rate of unem­ 
ployment in the United States 
this year would not fall much 
below 6 per cent. 
In between the gloomy and 
uncertainty some positive eco­ 
nomic news appeared, but 
had negligible impact on the 
stock market. 
The government reported a 
sharp increase in personal in­ 
come and a rise in home 
building during May, and one 
of the Nixon administration’s 
top economists predicted a 
boost in consumer spending 
that could help pull the econo­ 
my out of the doldrums. 
The Commerce Department 
announced that wages, sa­ 
laries, and other personal in­ 
come had reachad a record 
$847.4 billion seasonally ad­ 
justed annual rate last month, 
and that home building activ­ 
ity rose to a seasonally ad­ 
justed annual rate of 1.93 mil­ 
lion units from 1.89 million in 
April. 
“The rise in housing starts 
and the strong gain in person­ 
al income in May reflect the 
spreading effects of the eco­ 
nomic expansion,” said Assis­ 
tant Commerce Secretary Ha­ 
rold C. Passer.

More People 'Cool It' 
With Air Conditioners 


CHICAGO 
(UPI) - No 
matter how hot the weather 
gets, remember that never 
before have so many people 
been able to stay cool. Air 
conditioning has made it so. 
According to Encyclopaedia 
Britannica researchers, more 
than 36 of every 100 American 
homes (36.7 percent) today 
have air conditioning, either 
by central air conditioning on 
portable 
air 
coolers. 
Five 
years ago this applied to only 
20 in every 100 homes. 
Thus, says Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, “ for the first time 
s i n c e creation appreciable 
numbers of people apparently 
haye scored a victory against 
heat and humidity. Heretofore 
it’s been a losing battle ex­ 
cept for the very rich.” 
From 
ancient 
times 
all 


sorts of tricks were tried to 
keep houses cool. An Assyrian 
merchant 5,000 years ago re­ 
portedly had his walls and 
floor sprayed with cool water 
whenever 
the 
temperature 
climbed. Several Roman em­ 
perors are said to have or­ 
dered snow carried from the 
m o u n t a i n s to be placed 
around1 their palaces. 


Later, through 
the 
cen­ 
turies, some of the world’s 
smartest men, including Leo­ 
nardo da Vinci, tried arid 
failed to find ways to beat the 
h e a t . Nothing seemed to 
work. The best anybody could 
come up with was a fan blow­ 
ing over ice. 


That was precisely how 
President Garfield’s bedroom 
was cooled when he lay dying 


in the summer of 1881. That 
particular White House appli­ 
ance used almost 500 pounds 
of ice an hour. 


Modern air conditioning, ac­ 
cording to Encyclopaedia Bri­ 
tannica, did not arrive until 
after the turn of the century. 
In 1906 Stuart W. Cramer of 
Charlotte, N.C., developed a 
system to control humidity. 
He was first to suggest the 
term air conditioning. 


Willis H. Carrier, Buffalo, 
N.Y., also in 1906, devised a 
central air nonditioning unit 
which controlled the tempera­ 
ture. In 1911 he presented a 
p a p e r to 
the 
American 
Society of Mechanical Engi­ 
neers 
which 
initiated 
the 
scientific approach to air non­ 
ditioning.

Mortgage Loans Hit New 
High in State Last Year 


In sharp contrast to the na- 
t i o n ’ s generally depressed 
real esate market last year, 
California’s mortgage barkers 
boosted their investment in 
mortgage 
loans 
throughout 
the state to a record $21.2 bil­ 
lion, 
according 
to 
the 
in­ 
dustry’s 
just-completed 
an­ 
nual survey. 
The survey, released by the 
California Mortgage Bankers 
Association, shows some 1.1 
million first mortgage loans 
on 
residential, 
commercial 
and industrial property were 
being 
serviced 
by 
CM BA 
member firms at the close of 
1970. 
This was equal to more 
than 25 per cent of all outs­ 
tanding first mortgage loans 
held by 
mortgage 
banking 
firms nationally at the end of 
last year, according to John 
C. Opperman, newly-elected 
association president. 
There 
are approximately ICO mem­ 
ber firms in the association, 
and some 800 mortgage ban­ 
king firms in the nation. 
Referred to, on occasion, as 
"money importers", the mort­ 
gage bankers place invest­ 
ments in first mortgages and 
real estate equities for a var­ 
iety of nationwide institutional 
investors such as life insur- 
a n c e 
companies, 
pension 
funds, trusts, and out-of-state 
banks, saving banks and sav­ 
ings and loan associations. As 
representatives of ‘‘loan cor­ 
respondents” for their inves­ 
tor clients, they also provide 
day-to-day servicing of their 
clients’s loan protfolios. 
In replying to the survey 
the mortgage bankers report­ 
ed having made 106.302 loans 
in California last year, tota­ 
ling some $3.4 billion. This 
was a 31 per cent increase 
over the 81.038 loans reported 
for 1969. totaling $2.6 billion. 
The new loans reported for 
1970 equaled nearly 15 per 
cent of all 
first mortgage 
loans made na‘ionwide by all 
lenders during the year, noted 
Opperman, who is also execu­ 
tive vice president of United 
California Mortgage Co., a di­ 
vision of United 
California 
Bank. 
Not all of the firms were 
able ot provide a complete 
breakdown of their new loans 
for the year, so that the fig­ 
ures should actually be larger 
than reported, he added. 
As with past years, residen­ 
tial property—including single 
family homes and apartment 
houses—represented the lar­ 
gest category of 
mortgage 
banking loans in California. 
During 
1970, 
the 
CMBA 
companies financed nearly 20 
per 
cent 
more 
FHA—VA 
single family homes than they 
did the year before. As the 
state’s dominant 
source 
of 
FHA—VA financing, they pro­ 
vided some $1.5 billion for 77,- 
506 first mortgages last year, 
compared with $1.3 billion for 
65.407 loans in 1969. 
Accounting for part of the 
jump, Opperman said, may 
have been the resurgence of 
homebuilding activity in the 
last several months of the 
year. Possibly a more impor­ 
tant factor, he added, may 
have been the overwhelming 
success of the sale of mort­ 
gage-backed securities by the 
mortgage bankers. 
Called "Ginnie Mae" secr- 
urities, after the Government 
National 
Mortgage 
Associa­ 
tion which guarantees thorn, 
the certificates are issued and 
sold against FHA—VA mort­ 
gages held and ‘‘pooled’’ by 
the mortgage barkers. On a 
national level, the first-year 
volume of the securities tota­ 
led nearly $800 million with 
the nation’s mortgage ban­ 


king industry accounting for 
81.1 per cent, Opperman re­ 
ported. 


Accrodiing 
to the survey, 
the 
number 
of 
apartment 
loans made by mortgage ban­ 
kers in 
California dropped 
from the previous year total, 
while the dollar value 
in- 
c r e a s e d significantly. This 
represents further evidence, 
notes Opperman, of a con­ 
tinuing 
trend 
toward 
lar- 
g e r — a n d consequently fe­ 
wer—apartment 
projects 
sought as mortgage invest­ 
ments by mortgage bankers’ 
institutional clients. 


The same trend, he points 
out, 
was evident 
in 
loans 
made for commercial and in­ 
dustrial property. 


The CMBA 
members re­ 
ported 834 apartment loans 
totaling nearly $500 million 
for 1970, equal to just under 
20 per cent of all apartment 
loans made by mortgage ban­ 
kers 
nationally 
durirg 
the 
year. 
This 
compares 
with 
some 2,700 apartment loans re­ 
ported by the CMBA for the 
previous 
year 
totaling 
ap­ 
proximately $319 million. 


Commercial 
property 
ac- 
counted for a reported $557 
million invested in nearly 1,- 
500 first mortgage loans for 
1070. compared with $407 mil­ 
lion placed in 2,442 such loans 
a year earlier. And the in- 
d u s t r i a 1 property market, 
trailing again in last place for 
CMBA loans, received $128 
million placed 
in 288 first 
mortgages. This too repre­ 
sented a major jump in dollar 
value and a decline in num­ 
ber over 1969, when $85 mil­ 


lion covered 591 loans. 
The 
smaller development, 
whether in commerical, resi­ 
dential or industrial property, 
has increasingly become he 
domain of the local lender 
such as a savings and loan or 
commercial bank, according 
to Opperman. 
"This may have resulted 
partly from a change in the 
nature of mortgage banking 
the last few years. Certainly, 
the continuing urbanization of 
California . . .with a need for 
well-planned, larger projects 
has played a role in changing 
both 
the 
market 
and 
the 
mortgage 
banker," 
he 
ex­ 
plains. 
Today’s mortgage banker 
doesn’t just make and service 
loans, says Opperman whose 
own firm has over $1.2 billion 
invested 
throughout 
Califor­ 
nia. "He’s also o f f e r i n g 
clients and borrowers an abil 
itv in such areas as property 
developemnt 
and 
manage­ 
ment. feasibility studies, joint 
venturing, 
leasing 
services, 
and insurance as well." This 
has led to larger projects in 
recent years. And. last year, 
it helped lead the way to a 
jump of nearly 35 per cent in 
the dollar value of the aver­ 
age CMBA member’s 
loan 
portfolio. 
Along with the trend toward 
l a r g e r developments, how- 
e v e r , 
Opperman 
added, 
“ there is an opportunity for 
the mortgage bankers to have 
a greater hand in shaping the 
quality of life in California. In 
fact, I think we should call 
t h a t a responsibility . . .a 
responsibility to 
help 
keep 
California livable."

Lower Costs Seen On 
Assembly Line Homes 


Tract Taxes Won't 
Pay School Costs 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
- 
Construction of a subdivision 
of medium-priced houses pro­ 
bably will increase the cost of 
a 
community’s 
schools 
by 
more than it will generate in 
school district property taxes, 
according to an Urban Land 
Institute study. 
On the other hand, the re­ 
port said, industrial and com­ 
mercial developments, high- 
p r i c e d homes and some 
apartment developments pro- 
d u c e 
more 
revenue for 
schools than they cost. 
"Because 
medium-priced 
single-family homes can be 
expected to generate large 
cost-revenue 
deficits, 
other 
land uses must be encouraged 
to maintain a cost-revenue 
b a l a n c e for local school 
services," the report said. 
The study was conducted by 
Darwin G. Stuart, a Chicago 
urban planner and Robert B. 
Teska, a Washington planning 
consultant. They based their 
report on Barrington, 111., a 
suburban community on the 
fringe of the Chicago metro­ 
politan area. 
They said Barrington is just 
beginning to feel the pressure 
for development of much of 
its open space. 
Stuart and Teska said their 
conclusions are directed at 
the tactual situation in Bar­ 
rington. But an Urban Land 
Institute spokesman said the 
report would apply, at least 
in broad outline, to much of 
the nation. 
Stuart and Teska said that 
in a typical development with 
an average of 4 bedrooms per 
unit and an average sales 
price of $35,000, the average 
unit would bring in enough 


new children to add about $1,- 
150 more in school costs than 
the property taxes the school 
district could collect on the 
home. 


A more expensive devel­ 
opment with an average of 4.4 
bedrooms per unit an an av­ 
erage sale price of $60,000 
would cost the schools about 
$615 per home more than it 
would generate in taxes. 


But a luxury development 
with $90,000 homes averaging 
4.4 bedrooms per unit would 
produce $775 more in taxes 
than it would add to school 
costs. 


Apartments with one or two 
bedrooms also privide sur­ 
pluses 
of 
revenue 
to 
the 
schools although apartments 
with three or more bedrooms 
tend to produce deficits. 
Stuart and Teska said the 
owners of industrial and com­ 
mercial buildings pay more in 
property taxes than the cost 
of educating the children of 
their employes. 


"If considerable deficit-pro­ 
ducing growth Is permitted, 
the tax rate must be in­ 
creased to maintain fiscal ba­ 
lance," 
Stuart 
and 
Teska 
said.

Homes prefabricated on an 
assembly line could cost as 
much as 11 per cent less than 
comparable houses built by 
conventional methods, accord­ 
ing to Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board estimates. 
Most of the cost reductions 
would come from using less 
skilled—and therefore less ex­ 
pensive-assembly line work­ 
ers instead of skilled and well 
paid building 
trade 
crafts­ 
men. 
B r u c e 
Hanson 
(if 
the 
board’s Office of Economic 
Research, said the wage dif­ 
ference could cut 10 per cent 
off the cost of manufacturing 
a home. A saving of more 
than 3 per cent in the interest 
cost of production loans would 
he virtually offset by a cost 
increase of about 2 per cent 
from assembly line tooling. 
But Hanson said despite the 
potential 
savings, 
assembly 
line techniques remain rela­ 
tively rare in the housing in­ 
dustry. He said one reason 
for that was the original cost 
of a house factory. 
In addition, he said, manu­ 
facturing is not suited to the 
current stop-and-go economics 
of the housing business. 
"This is bad enough for 
conventional 
home 
building 
methods, but when resources 
dry up in existing situations 
and tight money periods con­ 
strain the mortgage market, 
the builder can at least lay 
off crews and stop building 
activities,” Hanson said. 
"This same situation, how­ 
ever, would be disastrous to 
the assembly line process. 
Warehouses of raw materials 
are not paid for by completed 
living units sitting in a sto­ 
rage yard. Completed pro­ 
ducts must be turned over 
into profit or bankruptcy is 
imminent." 
The Department of Houst- 
ing and Urban Development 
is trying til promote the use 
of factory techniques with its 
operation breakthrough pro­ 
ject. 
Harold B. Finger, the HUD 
assistant secretary in charge 


of the project, said it has al­ 
ready produced benefits al­ 
though 
it 
is 
still 
several 
months from completion. 
‘its costs are fully justified 
by the results we have al­ 
ready achieved in the housing 
business,” Finger said. 
As one example, he cited 
laws in 12 states which set 
uniform building codes far 
manufactured houses. 
One problem facing prefa­ 
bricators in the past has been 
that 
building code require­ 
ments vary widely from com­ 
munity to community, even 
within a single state. For in­ 
stance, a material which is 
required in one city may be 
prohibited in another. 
Finger said 
industrialized 
housing legislation has been 
enacted in Connecticut, Mar­ 
yland, 
Virginia, 
West 
Vir­ 
ginia, Ohio, Indiana, North 
C a r o l i n a , South Carolina, 
Georgia, California, Washing­ 
ton and Hawaii. 
He said the legislatures in 
17 other states are consid­ 
ering bills to provide uniform 
building codes for prefabri­ 
cated houses.

appear on the program in the hope that their 
stories might encourage others to seek help 
as they did. 


In most television programs dealing with 
personal problems, the guests appear in 
shadow or “ back-of-the-head" shots arc 
used. However, in “ Alcoholism: Out of the 
Shadows,” the individuals face the cameras 
and relate their experiences openly. 


The city of Rochester was selected tor the 
program for two major reasons: It is a fairly 
typical middle-sized American city, and it 
has adopted a progressive attitude toward 
alcoholism— to 
reach 
alcoholics 
early— 
which has resulted in successful treatment 
for numerous sufferers, many of them in 
their 20s and 30s.

This is what an alcoholic looks like. Sen. 
Harold Hughes (D .-lowa) is a sober alco­ 
holic and an active campaigner for iti- 
creased research and treatment of this 
widespread disease. 


Each individual on the show has been 
through his or her own private kind of hell 


with alcohol, and each is now sober. To the 
alcoholic, stopping drinking is only the first 
step. To be sober means a personality growth 
so that the “ crutch" of alcohol is no longer 
needed. And sobriety can be a tenuous con­ 
dition. They are quick to admit that without 
caution and continual growth, they might 
backslide. 


Their stories— emotion filled and encour­ 
aging— provide hope for the millions ot un­ 
treated alcoholics who, because ot the social 
stigma, deny their problem. 


Also appearing on “ Alcoholism: Out ot the 
Shadows” are Sen. Harold Hughes (D-Iowa) 
a prominent political figure who is himself 
a sober alcoholic; Robert Earle Smith, direc­ 
tor of the National Council on Alcoholism s 
Rochester affiliate which closely cooperated 
in the documentary's preparation, and doc­ 
tors and counselors working in the field of 
alcoholism. 


Featured in the program is film footage 
shot at the General Motors Proving Ground 
in Michigan demonstrating the effects of al­ 
cohol consumption on automobile driving 
ability, a group therapy session during which 
alcoholics perform role-playing exercises to 
help themselves better understand their, prob­ 
lem. and a party given by recovering women 
alcoholics for older “ skid row" men for 
whom help came too late and who now have 
little chance of recovery.

One day when I was 14, a gang of 
fellows was hanging around our home 
in Montreal. We were fooling around, 
lifting weights. My father walked into 
the room. He picked up a 60-pound 
weight with one hand, lifted it over 
his head very slowly, then slowly put 
it down and walked out, without a 


word. 
. . 
That’s pretty good, huh? Especially 
when you consider he was 78 years old 
at the time. He was 64 when I was 
born, and I’m not the youngest of his 
boys. I’m 24, and my brother Mike is 


only 21. 
My Pop is a man of the old school: 
a barber, bom in Lebanon. He be­ 
lieves in “spare the rod, spoil the 
child.” But for him the rod was a 
barber’s razor strop. Somebody would 
tell him I’d broken a window or got 
in a fight with another kid on the 
block or something and—Bang! I’d 
get it. There was no getting away from 
Pop—he could always outrun me, 
even when he was in his 80s He was 
strict. But he was also outstanding. 
When I was 16 and wanted to try my 
luck with the New York music indus­ 
try, I made a pitch to him. He thought 
it over, then said, “All right—you can 
go to New York for a week, provided 
you telephone home every night and 
tell us how you’re doing." He gave me 
bus fare and a little to live on. 
I upheld my end of the bargain. I 
telephoned home every night, and ev­ 
ery night the news was bad. At the 
end of the week, I went home, disap­ 
pointed and depressed, but he never 
said “I told you so.” He knew what I 


was going through, and he had enough 
confidence in me to say, “If that’s what 
you really want, okay.” I made other 
trips to New York—but for four and 
a half years I kept getting turned 
down. At one point, he said to me, “I

am not a rich man—but I will take 
out a mortgage on the house, if that 
will help you.” I said no, of course, 
but it really broke me up. He was over 
80 then. 
Then came 1968, and I made the 
disc “Haw’d We Get This WayT 
which sold 850,000 copies.

and a Hawaiian way. More and more I’m beginning to understand th 
Me 


_The other day I got a letter addressed 
to “Jack Lord, Hawaii.” No fan letter 
I’ve received in the past 10 years could 
have pleased me more. Not because of 
the success of the show, and whatever it 
might have done for my morale and 
my ego, but because it identified me 
with this place that I now consider 
home—the “loveliest fleet of islands 
that lies anchored in any ocean.” And 
as an actor, artist and former seaman 
who has dropped a few anchors in the 
harbors of the world, I think I can 
write with some authority. 
To me, Hawaii is not just visual; it 
is the sounds, the fantastically clear air 
that smells of Pikake, night blooming 
Cereus, Plumeria. Most of all, Hawaii 
is its people—the beautiful golden peo­ 
ple—and its relaxed way of life. These 
have all helped to change my own out­ 
look and attitude as a human being. 
By Hawaii I certainly don’t mean the 
overpublicized and crassly commercial 
Waikiki Beach, where thousands of ho­ 
tel rooms are jammed into less than 
one square mile, filled with beach boys 
and bikinis, and where the beaches are 
crowded and the living space is more 
expensive than in any city in the world. 
Tourists who see Waikiki get a very 
distorted view of the islands. 
Yet, even on Oahu—of which Wai­ 
kiki is the best-known landmark—there 
are fascinating things to see and do. 
For me, one of the most marvelous ex­ 
periences is to get aboard a Honolulu 
Rapid Transit bus, which takes you 
from one end of the island to the other. 
When you see something interesting, 
get off. Every neighborhood seems dif­ 
ferent. Chinatown, downtown, Hotel 
and Maunakea Streets—which James 
Jones wrote about. The incredible open 
fish markets where you can get fresh 
Ahi, which means “fire” in Hawaiian 
mid refers to a big and powerful tuna. 
I love to browse in the Mama 
and Papa stores that are owned by Jap­ 
anese or Chinese and are scattered 
through the poorer sections of town. A 
lot of the old-timers who own them 
had written to their homeland in the 
1920’s and *30’s and brought back 
“mail-order brides.” They often saved 
enough money selling seed, fish hooks, 
nets, flowers, food stuffs or drygoods, to 
send their children to Ivy League Col­ 
leges. These are young men and women 
who today practice medicine, law and 


other professions all over the U.S. The 
stores responsible for this are like the 
old general stores of the early West, 
stores that sell everything. The famous 
Hawaiian song, “Hasagawa General 
Store,” immortalized one of them. 
There is a marvelous section near the 
center of Honolulu, usually missed by 
tourists, that is charged with historical 
significance. There’s the Iolani Palace 
where Queen Liliuokalani wrote “Aloha 
Oe.” She was a captive in the room we 
now use as McGarrett’s office in the 
“Hawaii Five-O" series. Nearby is the 
oldest church in Hawaii, built in the 
early 1800’s, made of coral rock taken 
from the reef on the nearby coast. Any 
tourist can get a “Promenade Pam­ 
phlet,” published by the State of Ha­ 
waii, that he can use for a walking tour. 
But the easiest way to 
explore Oahu or any of 
the islands—is to rent 
a car and simply 
drive around. 
Try the 


breath-taking drive through the Pali, 
the pass that divides the windward and 
the leeward sides of Oahu, through the 
lush banana groves over to Kailua and 
Kaneohe. Then drive through the miles 
of pineapple fields up to the northern 
tip to watch the huge waves we show 
you every week on the opening of “Ha­ 
waii Five-O.” On the way, stop at the 
Polynesian Cultural Center, run by the 
good and industrious Mormons. Then 
head south, stop at 
Waimea Falls 
and Makaha. 
Makaha Inn 
is a new 
beach 


resort now being developed by Chin 
Ho, our leading Chinese financier, 
which some day might rival Waikiki as 
a tourist attraction. 
If you don’t want to drive, you can 
go on a hiking trip, free of charge, con­ 
ducted every Sunday by a local club 
that meets downtown, uses the rapid 
transit bus into the mountains, then 
follows one of the trails. They often 
stop at private estates and parks pro­ 
fuse with hundreds of varieties of or­ 
chids and other exotic flowers. By now, 
you may realize that I’m a flower freak. 
You can find out about these excur­ 
sions, as well as any other free attrac­ 
tions, by calling the Hawaiian Visitors’ 
Bureau or checking the Beach Press, 
given free at your hotel. 
Many tourists who come here make 
the mistake of wanting to see too much 
at one time. If I were visiting here 
for the first time, I think I’d pick 
the big island of Hawaii for my 
first stay. You can fly directly 
from the main­ 
land to Hilo.

If I had a family, I would hire a 
camper in Hilo that sleeps from two to 
six people and start by making a com­ 
plete circle tour of the island. It can 
easily be done in a day and a half. 
Then take the side roads. Go down to 
the prehistoric areas at South Point 
where the first voyagers from the South 
Pacific Islands landed almost a thou­ 
sand years ago. I’d spend time near 
Kilauea, an unbelievable and startling 
volcano that frequently spews forth 
molten stone. You can sometimes see 
molten lava of 2,000 degrees Fahren­ 
heit shooting 25 and 30 feet up into the 
air. From a safe distance you can 
watch it stream down the Chain of 
Craters Road into the sea. 
A short drive away is the top of 
Mauna Kea, which is often snow-capped 
(when it is, the skiing is good). Nearby 
is the Parker Ranch, the biggest indi­ 
vidually owned ranch in the world. 
(The King Ranch in Texas is larger, 
but it is owned by a corporation.) The 
Parker Ranch is controlled by Dick 
Smart, whose descendants came here 
in 1815. 
Then there'* a black beach at Kalapa- 
na, formed by lava being disintegrated 
to the size of sand particles. Also 
there's a place called Hilea Beach, that 
must be three miles long and 60 to 80 
yards wide, on the island s windward 
side near Honuapo. 
The loveliest beaches in the islands, 
certainly the most deserted, are on 
Molokai. Miles long, completely barren 
of people. If it’s solitude you want, 
Molokai is the place to go. 
There is a saying in Hawaiian, M 
No Ka Oi,” which means “Maui Is The 
Best.” I am beginning to come aroun 
to that This is a lovely green, unspoiled 
island. There’s a 10,000-foot mountain 
on Maui called Haleakala, which means 
House of the Sun. Just why # » » 
named is obvious even from Oahu, 
thirty minutes away by jet. 
On an early morning last Detxmber. 
when we were shooting at Makapuu 
Point on Oahu, I watched the sun 
slowly rising from this 
Maui 
a large orange ball of nre. 
Then' I understood why the ancient 
Hawaiian, called this mountain the 
House of the Sun. You can takca car 
preferably a jeep, to the «op of Halea 
kala crater and then go down insideby 
mule or on foot On the way, you wtil

in*. Inside, the crater is big enough to 
hold the whole island of Manhattan. 
Next to Maui, my fevonte »land is 


Kauai, where Captain Cook first landed. 
To me, the most beautiful spots on 
Kauai are Haena and the NaPah Chfis 
and Waimea Canyon 
and Kalakau 
Lookout. Don't miss them. While all the 
islands have fresh water streams. Kauai 
is the only one that has a fresh water 
river, the WUua, that can be navigated. 
To mo, one of the most enjoyable 
aspects of the islands is sampjm* the 
many native and Oriental foods. Try 
guava, papaya, sashimi. octopus and 
pickled seaweed. Among my favome 
' restaurants are the family places like the 
King's Garden in Kaimuki or Chaco s 
Japanese restaurant in the same area. 
In my opinion, the best food and service 
is in the Maile Room at the Kahala 
Hilton Hotel.

Hawaii is informality, with c 
that is perfect the year around. I was 
sitting in the Kahala Hilton the other 
day and heard a woman complain to 
he, husband. "I am so sick of this rain. 
It's been going on for hours, 
lands would not be so lush without it, 
and the rain isn't cold, as in New York 
or Boston. It's 80 degrees outside. There 
is nothing mote beautiful than to walk 
along the beach and get soaked clear 
through and yet be warm. 
But the most beautiful part of Ha­ 
waii is its people. The other day my

Coming 
from a tough New York City neighbor- 
hood, I was somewhat skeptical at first. 
I felt sure they wanted something from 
me. But they didn’t 
I can we what the islands have done 
for me. I’ve lost a lot of tensions I 
brought with me. I guess I attribute 
this partly to the success o : thesenes, 
which is consistently to theJ°P' 
• 
But mostly, I think it is the lovely 
experience of living and working here 
—the kindness these beautiful people 
have extended to Marie and me, and 
fro m which we learn every day. 
Aren’t there any drawbacks. Sure. 
The natives have a unique way of oing 
some things. Like the set painter,iwe 
hired one day who took a four-hour 
lunch break while the company of 70 
men stood around and waited for them 
to finish their job. Now, thats not the 
most economical way to do a television 
show on a budget! But, as people here 
say, there is a right way. a wrong way, 
and a Hawaiian way. More and more 
I'm beginning to underetand the Ha- 
waiian way. 
Marie and I often walk out on our 
lanai at five o’clock in the morning 
when the sun is coming up over Koko 
Head. We never had a lanai in New 
York or Los Angeles. We never had 
this pure, sweet, clean air anywhere in 
the world. We never felt the trade winds 
blowing, never saw the sky charge 
with orange, purples, red, Pl®*s ai\ 
blues, all mixed up into a wild-mans 
palette. And we just sit there and thank 
God for this experience and hope that 
we can just stay here for the rest o 
our lives.

True or False: Men may be the

Men and women are different. Just how 
different provides a fascinating field for con­ 
jecture. This true-false quiz explores some 
of the more interesting differences. 
1. Men give women a better break than 
women do. 
2. Men may be the stronger sex, but they 
use more tranquilizers than women do. 
3. Men who try to lose weight are usually 
motivated by entirely different reasons than 
women are. 
4. Women are better read than men. 


ANSWERS 
1. True. In psychological studies at St. Louis 
University, students acted as judges, evalu­ 
ating the offenses of other students—such as 
cheating on an examination or possession of 
marijuana. Findings of the investigation: 
'‘Both sexes prescribed similar punishment 
for males, but males were more lenient than 
females in prescribing punishment for fe­ 
males.” Apparently men like women much 
better than women do. 
2. False. A four-year study sponsored by 
the National Institute of Mental Health, 
which included two nationwide surveys by 
independent research organizations, showed 
the use of tranquilizers to be about twice as 
high among women as men. Defenders of 
the distaff side, however, observe defensive­ 
ly that “men give women such a bad time, 
they need more tranquilizers.” 
3. True. A wide-scale survey, conducted by 
London University investigators, has indi­ 
cated that most men who try to lose weight 
do so for health reasons, to avoid the as­ 
sorted ills associated with extra poundage. 
Women weight reducers were apt to be more 
concerned about making themselves physi­ 
cally attractive. A survey of over 1,500 doc­ 
tors, relative to the case histories of their 
overweight patients, showed that the women 
were less successful in losing weight despite 
their dieting. Conclusion of the investigators: 
their reason for trying to lose weight is not a 
strong enough incentive to make them stick 
to their diets—as compared with men who 
are reducing to save, or prolong, their lives. 
4. True—according to the findings of a na­ 
tionwide survey which assessed the reading 
habits of men and women of various ages 
and walks of life. The survey didn’t go into 
the matter of literary tastes, but it did show 
that women read appreciably more books 
than men. Since studies show women are 
more interested in the feelings and emotions 
of others than men are, it’s possible they 
may derive more pleasure and satisfaction 
from reading about the lives of characters 
portrayed in books—and perhaps have a 
greater capacity than men to participate in 
the action vicariously. ♦

Why Some 
Women Always 
Pick “Mr. Wrong” 


W e all know charming women who seem to have some 
unhappy faculty for falling in love with the men most likely 


to make them miserable. 
There are the girls who love a succession o f married men. 
There are those who respond only to men who are cruel, 
overbearing and sadistic. There are women who drag home a 
series of alcoholics. And there are still others who find homo­ 


sexual men appealing. 
Right now— in cities, suburbs and rural areas o f America— 
thousands of girls and women are eating their hearts out over 
men w ho 
to everyone but themselves— are patently unsuit­ 


able. 
Some masochism, some desire 
for self-punishment, is 
natural to the female. But when it turns to the extreme, a 
deep, unconscious wish to be punished for whatever pleasure 
love brings, it is an illness and should be treated as such. 
And it is this wish, plus the lack o f knowledge of male psy­ 
chology, which explains the phenomenon of The Search for

males whose situation in life clearly makes marriage impos­ 
sible. She may wail and cry to friends that she would do any­ 
thing to find a husband, but secretly her neuroses continue 10 
find for her the man we have dubbed "M r. W rong.” And 
with unfailing, relentless regularity. 
One hears that she has broken off with Sam, who is mar­ 
ried and the father of four, and is now involved with a Navy 
officer with a wife and family in Minnesota. A fter he is 
transferred to another post, she finds a professor whose wife 
is said to be insane but who cannot obtain a divorce in his 
state. And then there are lovers who because of their ethnic 
background, religion, intellectual capacity, age, occupation, 
or whatever, present unusual problems. 
This girl has gone out of her way to find the person likely 
to offer the most difficulties. And so she has— though not 
consciously. All of this, which seems only haphazard and 
erratic, actually answers a profoundly mixed-up need to be 
punished. 
In order to break this destructive pattern, it is necessary 
for the woman to recognize her condition for what it is. She 
is seeking a return to her first Home Sweet Home, no matter 
how violent, how destructive, how truly miserable that home 
was. She resurrects those figures who loomed large and pow­ 
erful when she was small and helpless. A girl whose father 
whipped her every two or three days would like to break away 
from this pattern but may not be able to do so without a 
doctor's help. Sometimes her condition works out in a strange- 
seeming marriage which satisfies both the husband and wife 
because they have interlocking neuroses. 
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If su ch a girl, untreated, marries a 
Ikind, mild man, she is likely to provoke

| Syndrom e, the girl who consistently 
I ^ involved with married men? This 
can be blam ed on a woman’s desire for 
a man already established in life (like 


h e r father) or her need for full-fledged 
rivalry w ith a woman, such as the rival­ 


ry she had with her mother. 
When a woman consistently picks on 
alcoholic men as lovers, you will gener­ 


ally find th a t her father, or some older 
relative o r family friend—someone she 
loved as a child— was alcoholic. Such 
a woman consistently breaks dates with 
more suitable men to seek out alcohol­ 
ics because they— and they alone—can 
evoke in her a powerful response. 
What can be done about such wom­ 
en? Can they be helped? 
Yes, but it is no snap course. 
Rem em ber that something inside all 
of us is still involved in the dim, far- 
removed world of our childhood, where 
shadowy memories loom vast. Remem­ 
ber. too, that in this world there really 
is no place like that first home, be it 
ever so humble, so rich, so gentle— or so 
violent. The self-punishing woman may 
not be h ap p y with her destructive pat­ 
tern, but she feels safer with it because 
it is fam iliar. 
It is never useful to blame one’s par­ 
ents after one is well out of childhood. 
Nor should a woman blame herself. 
She should simply decide to give her­ 
self a new chance in life. She 
may 


then be able to understand why she 
has rejected other possible partners to 
whom she was not initially attracted. 
The woman acting under a compul­ 
sion to get involved with Mr. Wrong 
probably is attractive to many men, 
but is not intrigued by the “right” ones. 
She should accept invitations anyhow 
to dinner, movies and parties—with 
men other than the type she usually se­ 
lects. She must talk with them and 
learn that such men can be good friends 
and more. 
There are success stories. . . . 
Take Adele. She maintained a hide­ 
away apartment on a quiet street for 
her married lover's convenience. He was 
defying his wife, his church, his chil­ 
dren, even grandchildren and his own 
conscience. But Adele’s beauty, passion 
and devotion were too much for him. 
It took therapy to show Adele that 
she loved him only because he repre­ 
sented her father—hard-drinking, gray- 
haired, paunchy and hail-fellow-well- 


met in manner. After seeing herself 
clearly as a woman enslaved by the 
past, she was able to break off with 
him. A t the age of 40 she has found 
an eligible man, enough like her father 
to interest her, but with many good 
characteristics all his own. They plan 
to be married within the year. 
A girl who cannot seem to find her 
way alone can obtain a list of qualified 
psychologists and psychiatrists by con­ 
tacting her family doctor or a university 
or the county medical society. Some 
young women may be able to change 
their lives simply by reading and self- 
analysis. In any case, no one should 
remain enslaved by the past. Those 
who have shaken off their chains say 
it’s like getting out of prison. What’s 
sad is that the prison was of their 
own making.
